New Street Railway Corporation. 

A company is beiug organized in this 
city to be known as tlie“Newton Electric 
Street Railway Company,” for the pur- 
pose of operating in Newton an electric 
street railway by the storage battery 
system. This system is in operation in 
various plaees and appeals to the sympa- 
thies of towns and cities fyr the 
reasou that streets are not dis- 
figured with poles and tho annoy- 
ance caused by the overhead system to 
the telephone and fire-alarm service is 
also obviated. It lias not. however, been 
demonstrated a complete success, al- 
though there is everv reason to believe 
that it will eventually become the system 
in general use. An advantage of the 
storage battery system is that each car 
is operated independently and .therefore, 
there is uo dependence upon any system 
of wires charged with electricity ami 
dangerous in the event of an accident. 
The company will include in its hoard of 
directors fifteen gentlemen, the majority 
of whom will be citizens of Newton* 
They will bo representative men whose 
standing will be a guarantee of good 
management iu the event of the establish- 
ment of a street railway iu this city. 


THE CALVSTHEINC DRILL. 


INTERESTING EXERCISES BV HIGH SCHOOL 
GIRLS IX ELIOT HALL. 

The calisthcnic exercises by members 
of the Newton High School was an event 
which has long been looked forward to 
with great interest and Eliot Hail was 
therefore packed with the parents and 
friends of the pupils Tuesday evening 
when the exhibition took place. The 
platform was filled with guests and every 
available seat about the hall was occu- 
pied. Members of the school board and 
city government, distinguished citizens 
and the officers of the High School Bat- 
talion were included iu the gathering, 
the military contin-gent occupying seats 
of honor upon the platform. The young 
men of the school collected in groups in 
various parts of the hall, frantically 
waved their favorite class color and 
cheered again and again as their ideal 
squad inarched through the hall or exe- 
cuted some clever movement during the 
progress of the drill. Altogether 
it was an inspiring scene 4 the presence 
of 900 spectators, enthusiastic 
and appreciatve, the music of an orches- 
ter and the harmonious blending of 
class colors and decorations presenting a 
picture long to be pleasantly remem 
bered. 

Dangling from the ceiling over one of 
the huge ventilators one could see the 
form of a. cute little jumping-jack that 
had been suspended from this great 
altitude through the enterprising gen- 
ius of some studious school boy. 
It was the Johah of the occasion and the 
writer fancied that he could discern a 
congratulatory movement upon the part 
of the little manikin duriug the progress 
of the exhibition by the fourth class. 
The first feature of the exercises was the 
battalion march of the four classes, ’89, 
’90, ’91 and 92, commanded by Miss Mar- 
garet S. Wallace. The company move- 
ments were eleverly executed ’and the 
girls were greeted with round after 
round of applause as they entered and 
marched from the hall. After a short 
interval, the fourth class marched into 
the hall and gave an exhibition of com- 
pany movements, marching and dumb- 
bell exercises. The girls were dressed 
in white and were commanded by Misses 
Hattie II. Henry and Edith Kimball. It 
was a very creditable exhibition and 
caused cne young man to exclaim, 
“What’s the matter with ’92? they are 
all right.” 

The company drill of the first class 
was next in order. The costume worn 
was blue and white, aud the girls pre- 
sented certainly a very charming picture 
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bell exercises were liuely executed, the 
movements being notable for unison and 
grace.

| drill was perhaps the most effective per- 
I formauce of the evening aud the compli- 
cated movements in marching and coun- 
ter-marching. added to the charming ef- 
fects of the hoop drill with its many 
graceful ami pretty tnananivres. entitles 
the members of the squad to high praise. 
In this exercise, dancing steps were in- 
troduced, hollow squares were formed 
aud a number of intricate and pretty 
marching movements very cleverly exe- 
cuted. 

i Tho dress parade brought the interest- 
ing exercises to a close. When the lines 
! had been formed, the officers loaded 
down with fioral gifts from friends and 
1 classmates, proceeded along the lines, 
and each fair girl was presented with a 
pretty bouquet. The drill, as a whole,

church there are a series of greater and 
lesser arches and columns uniting t tin 
construction in a dignified and solid 
manner, also noticeable are the trusses 
of natural wood, cherry finish. 

The decorator has fully comprehended 
the demands of the order of architecture 
which is after the Byzantine and Roman- 
esque styles, and lias fittingly introduced 
ornaments and colors in thorough har- 
mony with them, considering always the 
local light and shade. 

One will notice at the entrances that 
the arches have beeen faced inside and 
out witli an open, gold relief mosaic, in- 
deed, this special ornament Inis been car- 
ried into t lie borders of the ceiling and 
follows the truss work in man} places. 
The process and material are diown to 
good advantage, and while the effect in 
its color sense is rich, it also forms a 
complete solid ornament, assisting in the 
unity of every part. 

This same blending of architectural 
form with color is seen in the window, 
and other openings, where the treatment 
is composed of bands of rich gold, not 
garish, but subdued and effective. 

Other designs, resembling embroidered 
and hand-tinted leather, are to be found 
here and there, while the central frieze, 
which circles the entire interior, and 
marks the gradations of golden yellow 
to light terra cotta, that warm the walls, 
is of a foliated scroll design in gentle re- 
lief. Above the truss work, on line with 
the terminating beam projections, a dark 
shade of terra cotta is used, and numer- 
ous semi-band like lines are drawn with 
gold edges, leaving no barren places in 
the upper decoration. 

The chancel is enriched with a strap 
work relief design, and the same pattern 
is effectively used around the ceiling 
ventilators; these interlacings are broken 
by bosses, and being of an old copper 
color, they readily blend with the sur- 
roundings. 

Other metallic effects are noticeable, 
in some of which an agreeable effect is 
produced by introducing various colors, 
not too pronounced, but just enough to 
save the monotony so likely to occur 
where there are broad masses of color. 

What strikes oue as beiug important in 
the general scheme is the quiet and un- 
obtrusive tone or complexion of tlie in- 
terior, nothing stares at you, tlie eye 
easily passes from one point to another, 
and the result is one continued Itow of 
agreeable color and. form, giving an at- 
mosphere at once refined and befitting 
the sanctified place. This is as it should 
be, anything more would rrake it D o 
dramatic spectacular, anything >ess w« u d 
detract from its beauty. 

The chapel is as interesting in its gen- 
eral character and simple treatment as 
the church. The dado is in golden yel- 
low tints, while russet browns and terra 
cotta form the upper scheme of colorine. 
There are several detailed sections of tile 
band work, also gold stripes and tablet 
borders all in relief and difltiuguisiied 
both in color and design. Tlie relief 
work is very interesting throughout, be- 
ing the result of patient hand work, and 
in no other way can such artistic adorn- 
ments be obtained; then, too, special 
; ecclesiastical designs of this nature are 
enhanced in beauty by careful model- 
ling, giving a better* idea of the design, 
as well as quality of the li^lit and shade. 

In day oi night light these decorations 
appear quiet aud rich, they show a keen 
appreciation and knowledge of the re- 
quirements of a sanctuary, aud an intelli- 
gent. refined feeling throughout. — Tlie 
Banker & Tradesman, 22 Devonshire 
street, Boston.

MANUAL TRAINING. 

MR. SEAVER HAS NO DOUBT OF ITS 
PRACTICABILITY. 

Tothe Editor of the Graphic. 

Secretary Dickiusou,in speaking at the 
last meeting of the School Committee 
upon a proposed manual training school 
for Newton, is reported to have said that 
“lie had just returned from Washington, 
aud this questiou had been discussed 
there by some of the best educated and 
most intelligent men iu this couutry. 
Much doubt was expressed as to the 
practicability of these schools.” As- 
suming tlie correctness of this report, i 
beg to observe that Secretary Dickinson’s 
language conveys au incorrect impression 
as to the tone oi that meeting iu W tsli- 
iugton. True, as he says, doubts were 
expressed; but it is also true tli.it much 
was expressed by those who liavo no 
doubts whatever as to tlie practicability 
of these schools. There were some iu 
the meeting who thought one way ami 
some another, but uo test vote was Liken, 
so the relative strength of the two 
camps could not be stated in numbers, 
l’rof. Woodward left Washington with 
the feeling that victory had already 
perched on the banuers of the manual 
training camp. He and 1 are doubtless as 
likely to be deceived by our precon- 
ceived notions as Secretaiy Dickiuson 
himself, but not any more so: aud our 
testimony would be that the prevailing 
tone of the meeting was decided v fa\o 
able to the idea of establishing just such 
schools as the oue now proposed fur New- 
ton— a school of the same grade with tlie 
present High school but replacing foreign 
languages ami the higher branches .if 
science by instruction in the mechanic 
arts. 

I trust the friends of manual training 
schools in Newton will not be disturbed 
by “doubts” that may come from Wash- 
ington or anywhere* else. It is n o a 
little unfortunate that one nnisi g • a- 
far away as Philadelphia aud B inn.Te 
to find good examples of maun il tr lin- 
ing schools established as pai i m tlie 
public school system. Tin to is n tiling 
m tin> part of the oouutrv that will si ... 
as a model. The best model, tlie model 
which has been followed iu the central 
and western states extensively, is tin St. 
Louis Manual Training School connected 
with the Washington University in that 
city. Such a school, established us a 
public free school, — as lias been done in 
Baltimore, Philadelphia and elsewhere, 
ami opeu to boys who have completed 
the grammar school course, will give i 
training which boys will not “blame tin ir 
parents” for having furnished them At 
any rate the graduates of the Sr Louts 
school show no such disposition, nut 
quite contrariwise urge tlieir par. ut» m ( 
send theii youuger brothers to the same 
school. Aud this tlie patents do. paving 
for the tuition, rather than to use tho 
free public High school with its tradition- 
al course of study, so tiiat die manual 
training school is full to oversowing all 
the time, ( an it he that the good people 
of St. Louis aio deluded, ami are doing 
their boys ait “injury?"

THE BOARD OF ALDERMEN A<’T ON 1IIOH 


WATER SERVICE. 



The Hoard of Aldermen met Monday 
evening. Mayor Burr in the chnir. All 
the members were present. Business 
from the lower branch was disposed of 
In concurrence. 

When the order for appropriating $5000 ( 
for tho use of the water hoard in work 
preliminary to high servico came up, 
Alderman I’cttec complained that he did 
not understand the order and wanted to 
know what the money was to ho used 


for. 

Alderman Harbach said that if his i 
recollections were correct he had given j 
the alderman a full explanation of the 
order. 

Alderman Pctteo still pleaded ignorance 
and the board went into executive session 
for half-an-hour. 

After business was resumod tho order 
was passed. 

When the order appropriating $00,000 
for tho introduction of high servico came 
up. Alderman Pottee criticized it as a 
most remarkable order, and contrary to 
the usual way of doing business. He 
wanted to know how much money was 
to boused for pipes, for the purchase of 
land, for shifting of pumps, etc. lie had 
read the report hastily, but ho did not 
understand it, nor what was meant by 
making the systems interchangeable. Ho 
thought there was a paucity of informa- 
tion iu the report. He had prepared an 
order which ho would present if the other 
order was laid on the tablo. Ho was not 
opposed to high service and ho was not 
surprised that it would cost $90,000. 
But he would like to know what was to 
ha done with tho present reservoir, as he 
thought if it was used in connection with 
a high stand pipe the water would over- 
flow the banks. He was afraid this order 
was a criticism of the commission who 
had built tho reservoir, as it assumed that 
their work was a failure. 

After further remarks in the same 
strain, City Engineer Noyes was called 
upon and gave to Alderman Pcttce the 
same full explanation that he gave to the 
Common Council last week, and which 
was reported in full in tho Graphic. 

The present reservoir would be used 
for storage, and when necessary the 
lower parts of the city would be shut off 
from high service and would use water 
from the reservoir as at present, the 
higher parts of the city being supplied 
by the stand pipe. A system of gates 
would closo communication between the 
two systems. In the lower parts of the 
city pressure regulators would be placed, 
to prevent accidents to the pipes. 

In reply to Alderman Kennedy Mr. 
Noyes stated that the pipes would prob- 
ably be able to stand tho pressure, al- 
though it would be safer to use them, 
lu reply to other questions he stated that 
the water board had considered some 
sixteen different plans with estimates. 
Tho first estimate was tor $r>0,000 for the 
whole work. A reservoir on the top of 
Wabau llill would probably carry water 
to the first story of buildings on Chest- 
nut ‘Hill, but' not over them. wTlie hill 
was 318 feet above grade, and tho present 
reservoir 206. Bald l’ate was 4 feet 
higher than Wabau Hill. Sixty thousand 
dollars was the tirst estimate for stand 
pipe «>u Institution hill, with a height ot 
300 feet, which would carry water over 
any building on any of the lulls. Fifteen 
thousand dollars was added for the ex- 
pense of making the systems interchange- 
able. This included all expenses of that 
plan. With a steamer tlioie would be 
abundant water for tire service in the 
north part of the city whether high or 
low pressure was on. - There were five 
high points iu the city not covered by the 
present water service. 

Alderman Bettee said that he was de- 
cidedly in favor of high service but he 
was not iu favor of violating precedent, 
aud he asked that tiie order be laid on 
the table until be introduced an order 
which lie had prepared, which was done. 

His order was that the water board be 
authorized to prepare specifications with 
estimates of the cost of supplies, labor, 
land and other details required for the 
introduction of high service, with pro- 
posals for such portions of the work as 
would be placed under contract, and that 
they be authorized to advertise for pro- 
posals aud requested to report at the 
earliest possible date. 

Alderman Bettee said that this was 
iu harmony with the usual practice and 
there was no reason why it should not 
be followed; and the board know just 
what each portion of tho work would 
cost. 

Alderman Bettee’s order was then 

adopted. 

VOTING PRECINCTS. 

'The order establishing two voting pre- 
'cincts iu wards two and five was then 
taken from the table aud passed.

itubidents asked for a plank sidewalk 
from Hammond street, along Beaeoii 
street to New tou Centre. 

Concrete sidewalks were asked for on 
Kldridgo street, Grass more street, ward 
7; Hancock street, ward 4; the relaying 
oi; concrete walk On Grove street, which 
was in had condition. Koferred to high- 
way committee. 

An order was passed for a survey of 
all city lots of which no plans were in 
the office of the city engineer. 

An order was passed appropriating 
$1200 from highway general repairs for 
ihe purchase of horses. 

. No one appeared at the hearings on the 
laying out ol Prince street, aud Hancock 
aveuue to Beacon street, and orders were 
passed that those streets be laid out, 
graded and accepted by the city. 

CLAKL1N SCHOOL LOT. 

Alderman Tolmau reported from the 


finance committee on tho order for tho 
purchase of lot next Clntlhi school 
building. Walnut street, that the com- 
mittee were tumble to seo tho necessity 
for any additional land, and the order 
ought not to pass. The city had so many 
heavy expenditures before it in the way 
of sewerage, high water service, and 
other things which must come in the 
near future, that it was unwise to go to 
any unnecessary expenditures. The 
school board had not asked for tho pur- 
chase of the lot aud some of tho hoard 
did not think it advisable. 

There were 4(1.800 feet in the lot at 
present, and with an addition of 4 rooms, 
400 pupils could ho accommodated. Even 
then tho lot would be larger in propor- 
tion to the number of pupils than many 
other schools in the city, the Barnard 
school having only 20,300 foot for 200 
pupils, for instance. 

Alderman Chadwick hoped that some 
way would be found to purchase tho lot. 
He had presented the order at tho request 
of many citizens of his ward, who thought 
the lot should ho bought, although of 
course he did not ask it for any good it 
might do his children, as thoy did not at- 
tend that school. 

Alderman Bettee added to tho laughter 
caused by Mr. Chadwick's last statement 
by saying that between them they sent 
two children to the Newton schools, and 
ho was very much in favor of buying the 
additional lot. 

Alderman Childs said that the lot was 
already a largo one. One of the plans 
proposed was to build a 25 front addition 
to the present building, on the front, and 
oven then the building would be 0<> feet 
from tiie street lino. Tho hoard should 
be just, but it could scarcely afford to be 
so generous as to pay $0,000 for the lot 
in question. 

Alderman Kennedy said ho was not in 
favor of the purchase of the lot. .Some- 
thing had been said about replacing the 
Clattin school building, but it was not at 
all an old building, having been built 
about the timo of the Bigelow school 
building in Newton, aud citizens there 
would be very much surprised to hoar 
any talk about a new building being re- 
quired. 

The report was accepted and* the order 
was defeated, only Aldermen Chadwick 
and Betteo voting for it. 

W. O. Knapp was granted license to 
build a stable and I). H. McWain license 
to keep an intelligence office. 

G. 11. Hastings gave notice of inten- 
tion to erect house 40 by 45 on Washing- 
ton street, Ward 7. 

Higgins & Nickerson gave notico of in- 
tention to erect seven dwelling houses, 
live in Ward Two, ou Washington, Cabot, 
Kdiuboro, Lowell and Walnut streets; 
one on Lincoln street, Newton High- 
lands, and one on Lenox street, West 
Newton. 

An order was adopted, granting mem 
bers of the permanent police force the 
usual two weeks vacation, without loss 
of pay. 

An order was adopted, authorizing the 
city solicitor to expend $200 for legal ex- 
penses. 

Alderman Kennedy presented a peti 
tion from W. P. Ellison and others, call- 
i-g attention to the bad condition of 
Vernon street, between Waverly avenue 
and Bark street, its flat and uneven sur- 
face, muddy ana dangerous character in 
wet weather, water running in from 
Waverly avenue at evorv rain storm atul 
standing in tho middle of the street, and 
asking that the street be regraded, mac- 
adamized, and the gutters paved; re- 
ferred to Highway committee. 


JUIiYMEX. 

Jurymen were drawn for tho term at 
Lowell, the fortunate men being Henry 
W. Downs of Newtonville avenue, and 
Geo. E. Mann of Freeman street. As 
there was some doubt about the possi- 
bility of finding Mr. Downs, who is trav- 
elling most of the time, his name was 
stricken off and the list was completed 
by drawing the name of Alvin It. Fland- 
ers of Norwood avenue and Valentine 
Haffermehl of Statiou street. 

,TI1E TELEPHONE Co’s PETITIONS. 

Alderman Kennedy presented several 
petitions circulated by the Telephone 
company among their subscribers, and 
asking the board nut to grant tho Newton 
Stieet Railway company the right to use 
any overhead system, unless they use the 
< i . > 1 1 1 , i « * trolley method and asking for a 
hearing. The first petition had 170 sig- 
natures and Hie second had eight. They 
also asked for a hearing and it was 
granted for April 15th, at 8 p. m. 

Mayor Burr read a number of bills 
which were ordered paid, aud tho board 
adjourned. 

It should be stated that Alderman 
Kennedy made tho motion that the 
mayor be substituted for the Water 
Board, iu the petition to the legislature, 
referred to iu the last report of tho 
meeting of tiie board. The motion was 
credited to Alderman Tolmau by a 
typographical error. 


What Shall Be Bone with the Hen. 

The movement for closing the saloons 
is sometimes objected to by persons who 
cannot see what is to be done with the 
swarms of men who frequent tlieso 
places. They must go somewhere. 
Where can they go iu the evenings, and 
when they have no work? If there is no 
saloon for them what are they to do? 

Tiie best places for people, usually, af- 
ter their work is over, are their own 
homes, and it would be a good thing if 
an impulse could be given to providing 
better and more attracive homes every- 
where for tho working people. The sa- 
loon becomes attractive to some because 
their homes are just the reverse of com- 
fort ihlc. 

Building societies, like our Newton Co- 
operative Bank, have a noble mission be- 
fore them if Prohibition succeeds, for 
there will he a great demand for more 
homes for working people. 

Tho closing of the saloons means more 
: attention to home tile. 

1 But supposing that there is a groat 
deal done in this way there will he the 
need of such places as coil'eu houses, 
tree reading rooms, gymnasiums, aud 
cheap music hulls of a respectable order 
iu every town ami city. It is a pity that 
there are not more of them now, so that 
young men who have no homes >f their 
own can have safe places iu which, to 
spend their evenings. 

if the people decide at the polls to 
ulosu np the saloons they must provide 
something instead. Coffee-house corpo- 
rations should spring up everywhere so 
tiiat harmless games aud retresiiuients 
may he within the reach of every one at 
the smallest cost, and so that the under- 
ground business of illicit liquor selling 
shall not flourish. 

The work will be only partly done if 
the saloon is shut lip and no place pro- 
vided where men cau spend an even- 
ing. The sober portion of the commun- 
ity must recognize this responsibility, lu 
fact the coffee-house movement shows 
that it cau be made a rival to the saloon, 
even now. Crowding out evil by plant- 
ing good is always a wise procedure. 


Sickness and flic Teeth. 

Tho remark that “mv tooth wore good 
until I took so much modicino,” has 
boon made many times, nttd a majority 
of people think the “modicino’* the 
cause of their dental trouble. 

Tho tooth do suffor more or loss dur- 
ing a prolonged illness, but it is not en- 
tirely the medicine that causes tho dis- 
integration. During a state of sickness 
tho patient is restricted in regard to diet, 
and, ns this restriction acts to a certain 
extent upon the wholo system, it must 
necessarily deprive the dental organs of 
a proportionate amount of nourishment; 
again tho lack of cleanliness, which does 
even more to deteriorate tho condition of 
the teeth, seems in many ensos to ho of 
littlo thought. 

In cases of series moment, acute cases, 
or where lifo is in danger, tlieso smallor 
matters may bo left at rest. But iu near- 
ly all cases a patient may be permitted to 
thoroughly cleanse his teeth from tho ac- 
cumulation of foreign substances and 
vitiated mucous secretions. 

Ill cases of severo illness tho patient 
may be too weak to apply tho brush and 
mechanical means of cleaning the teeth; 
in tho latter case, it is advisable to resort 
to an antiseptic mouth wash. A careful 
physician should prescribe for tho care 
of the mouth and teeth, as well as the 
particular disease under treatment.

Thr Atlantic. 

The poem by Oliver Wendell Holmes, 
in honor of the dinner given to James 
Russoll Lowell, on his seventieth birth- 
day. is naturally tho first thing to which 
tho readers of tho April Atlantic will 
turn. It is characterized by Dr. Holme’s 
usual folicity, and tho occasion of its de- 
livery makes it especially interesting. 
Mr. H. C. Merwin contributes a studious 
paper, on “The People in Government;’’ 
and Mr. Samuel Sheldon answers tho 
question “Why our Science Students go 
to Germany.” Thomas Basin, Bishop of 
Lisicux, who suffered much at the hands 
Louis XL, forms tho subject of an article 
by Mr. F. C. Lowell; and William Crans- 
ton Lawton writes entertainingly of an 
Archeological journey “From Venice to 
A 8808 .” Miss Preston continues her 
series of articles by a paper entitled “Be- 
fore tho Assassination,” giving an ac- 
count of Cicoro’s closing years; and Miss 
Louise Imogen Guincy, under the name 
of “An Outline Portrait,” writes a 
pleasant sketch about Lady Magdalene 
Herbert, mother to George Herbert. Mr. 
Hardy’s sorial, “I’asso Rose,” is conclud- 
ed; Mr. James’s “Tragic Muse”is contin- 
ued, and tho concluding portion 
of “Hannah Calline’s Jim” also 
forms part of this number. The 
two short stories are “The King’s 
Cup and Cake,” by Sophie May. 
and “A Dissolving View of Carrick 
Meagher,” by George II. Jessop. Mr. 
Bliss Carman, tho young Canadian poet, 
contributes a long poem, “Death in 
April,” and Dr. T. W. Parsons some 
versos called “In Eclipse.” Criticism of 
Renan’s Dramas and other recent books 
conclude an interesting number. Hough- 
ton, Mifflin & Co., Boston. 

The Forum. 

The Forum fur March contained an at- 
tack on the public school system by 
Cardinal Manning. In the April number 
Prof. George P. Fisher, of Yale, makes a 
reply and points out the necessary con 
ilict between Catholicism, as interpreted 
by Cardinal Mauuiug.and American insti- 
tutions, defending Ireedom of^rjfligeon 
and the public school. The extraordinary 
career of Boulanger in French politics is 
narrated by a Parisian journalist, Guil- 
laume C. Teuer. The Rev. Dr. William 
Barry analyzes social unrest to tiiul 
signs of impending economic revolution, 
which are the loss of the old bond of the 
church, the rule of the rich everywhere, 
and tho increase of poverty and plenty 
all about it. His essay is a prediction 
and a warning. Albion W. Tourgee re- 
views the Negro problem to show the in- 
justice of the rule of a minority, and he 
predicts a race conflict if the Negro vote 
is suppressed by fraud and force. Air. 
Edward Atkinson, in the last of his 
essays on social reforms, emphasizes the 
necessity of giving reformatory agitation 
a practical turn. Would not better cook- 
ing and more judicious selection of food, 
he asks do moore for society than any 
pretentious reformatory theory? Air. W. 
S. Lilly, in “Ethics of Art.” defines what 
art is (for the same principles govern all 
ait). Following his recent inquiry in 
the Forum as to whether America has 
produced a poet, Air. Edmund Gosse ex- 
plains the reasons for his fear that demo- 
cratic tendencies prevent a proper ap- 
preciation of literature, and he points 
out some discouraging evidences of a 
lack of proper American valuation of the 
great poets. Dr. Thomas Hill, formerly 
President of Harvard, apropes of the dis- 
cussion of phonetic spelling, explains a 
successful school experiment that was 
made under his direction in teaching 
children Ellis’s “Glossie” system. Mr. 
II. C. Bunts, of the Cleveland (O.) bar, 
explains tho true meaning of the Monroe 
Doctrine. Darius Lyman, for many 
years a student, in the public service, 
of our navigation laws, points out the 
legal impediments to a revival of our 
carrying trade, and shows how the laws 
need revising.

The Gibbs-Cliauuiiig Portrait of Wash- 
ington by Gilbert Stuart has been en- 
graved as the froutispiece for this year’s 
centennial issue of Harper’s Magazine. 
In further keeping with the spirit and 
interest of the day, Professor John Bach 
McMastor opens this April Number with 
a paper on “Washington’s Inauguration,” 
a charming compound of history and 
biography, and Aloucure 1). Conway, in 
the course of exploring an old map and 
many MSS., discovers some reminiscences 
which will add to our knowledge of the 
“real” Washington. Bjornstierno Bjorn- 
son contributes his third and last paper 
on “Norway and its people.” Benjamin 
Constant has prepared twelve drawings of 
scenes iu Tangier aud Morocco, and has 
putitiu his descriptive article some of 
what he calls the “light, whiteness, 
brilliancy,” of tho East. Andrew H. 
Smith, M. I)., writes upon “The Family 
Physican;” John R. Coryell, upon birds 
that aiu noted for “Flying under Water;” 
and Theodore Child, upon “Characteris- 
tic Parisian Cafes.” illustrated with as 
characteristic Parisian drawings. Two 
short stories, the tirst instalment of a 
new novel — “A little journey in the 
World” — by Charles Dudley Warner, dan 
the continuation of Constance Foniinore 
Woolsou’s “Jupiter Lights” form the 
fiction of tho Number. Among tiie six 
poems is the translation of a Roumanian 
Ballad, “Childc Miliu,” and a sonet by 
William Wordsworth, with drawings by 
Alfred Parsons. Gabions of Abbotsford,” 
a hitherto unpublished fragment hy Sir 
Walter Scott, descihes his home and its 
curiosities. George William Curtis 
sneaks of Washington’s Moderation. 
William Dean Howells encourages several 
poets, aud Charles Dudley Warners dis- 
pels a misapprehension about woman’s 
dress.

WHY? 

Why should thcro ho it Tariff Iloform 
Club in Newton? And why should it 
rush into print? Fair questions, both of 
them. 

1. The Club lias been formed as a pro- 
tost against the present tariff laws; lawH 
enacted for tlio preservation of the Un- 
ion during a great war, and kept upon 
tho statue book for a decade after the 
need of thorn lias passed away. These 
laws wo believe to bo liindorancos to tho 

developement of tho three great indus 
trios of the country; agriculture, manu- 
factures, and commerce. Wo contend that 
radical changes should beimmediately 
made; that agriculture might obtain its 
implements of labor unburdened by tax- 
ation; that manufactures might receive 
freely tho, raw materials, that constitute 
tho basis of all finished products; that 
commorco, unconfined, might carry tho 
stars and stripes into every harbor of 
tho world; that all alike might obtain 
shelter, food and clothing at their real 
worth; that tho workers of tho land 
might find twelvo months employment 
ovory year, instead of ton. To do our 
part in this groat work of freedom and 
equal rights, wo havo agreed to unite, 
and to discuss the ways and moans of 
attaining bur object. 

2. That is why wo rush into print. 
Here we are ready to listen to friend or 
foe. We shall welcome correction or 
criticism or inquiry. The social and 
economic questions that arise in any dis- 
cussion of our tariff laws are most pro- 
found and difficult. It iB foolish pre- 
sumption in any ono to claim to havo an- 
swered them all. But ono may have had 
a bit of practical experience as to the ef- 
fects of the tariff, another may bo able 
to state an old argument in a new way, 
and a third may put fresh meaning into 
the most recent statistics. As to where 
such a discussion will end, that is no con- 
cern of ours. Let us havo aud hold 
more and moro of truth; if this search 
shall lead us to High Protection, aud a 
National Life, perfect and independent, 
thither we will gladly follow; if it shall 
guide us to Freedom in Trade, to an 
ideal Brotherhood, of Nations mutually 
dependent and mutually helpful, this 
way wo will go; or if some middle 
course is put boforo us, or some end not 
now guossed at is seen through the now 
light of discussion, there remains but 
ono way open, to follow the highest. 
Let in tho light. 


Three Tariffs. 

Last winter it was tho Senate Bill: last 
spring the Mills Bill; before that and 
now the Tariff of 1S8J1. As wo shall fre- 
quently refer to all three of measures 
a few words now will save explanation 
hereafter. 

Tho Tariff of 1S85 was the first general 
revision of tho tariff since tl»e war. The 
people were calling loudly for a revision 
and a reduction, aud a protectionist Con- 
gress appointed a Commission to 
study the needs of tho country. The 
Commission visited many parts of the 
country and listened to innumerable wit- 
nesses;— free-traders, tariff- reformers, 
and protectionists. This testimony, print- 
ed in two largo volumes, is called the 
Koport of tiie Tariff Commission, and 
much of it is very interesting reading. 
Even after receiving this report, Con- 
gress very nearly failed to take any 
action. The Senate and tho House could 
not agree, and the Act of 188J was shap- 
ed in a conference committee. This 
Tariff should be in tho hands of every 
ono interested in the subject. For tho 
present it is enough to say that the law 
as passed did not effect any practical re- 
duction. In many cases, and those im- 
portant, tho rates hud been raised, as for 
example, on certain classes of woolens 
and cottons, and some iron and steel 
manufactures. 

Since 188JJ tho tariff-reformers in ami 
out of Congress havo been unable to ac- 
complish any definite end. In response to 
Mr.Cleveland’s bold appeal the last House 
of Kepresentatives formulated a measure 
proposing very substantial reductions. 
Tho chairman of the committee having 
charge of the bill was linger C Mills of 
Texas, and his name has been by gener- 
al custom attached to the act he so ably 
planned and defended. Had the movers 
of this act succeeded in passing it, lum- 
ber, llax, salt, wool, and tin-plates would 
havo been freed from tax, and many of 
tho most important and necessary arti- 
cles of daily use rolieved of a portion of 
tho burden imposed during the war. 
After a most exciting and interesting de- 
bate tiie House agreed to the measure; 
but the Senate refused even to consider 
it, substituting therefor a now bill com- 
monly called tho Senate Substitute or 
the Allison Bill. 

The work of the Republican Tariff 
Reformers in tho Senate is fearfully and 
wonderfully made. In every schedule 
there is the demand for more, more, 
more! Lumber aud flax and salt still must 
bear an unnecessary ami injurious tax. 
Wool and tin-plates are so burdened 
that tho industries engaged in using 
them have made indignant protests. 
Thu people are to havo (according to the 
Senate Bill) their sugar at less cost, but 
cottons and woolens, the thousand 
tilings that go to make a house and home, 
tiie tools of tho workman and the ma- 
chinery of tho factory, would all, or 
nearly all, be enhanced in price by tiie 
provisions of this astounding measure. 
The House refused to nuount such an 
amendment, and tho Fiftieth Congress 
came to an end without taking action 
upon the Tariff. 


The Massachusetts League. 

The monthly dinner of tiie League was 
held at tiie Hotel Thorndike on March 
28. Tiie meeting showed an enthusiasm 
and an intelligent interest tiiat must give 
now courage to every ttix ml of the Re- 
form. M. M. Holmes, Vico President of 
the New Kngland Furniture Exchange, 
showed how our Tariff affects injurious- 
ly the Furniture Trade. At another 
time we hope to speak of this more at 
length. 


Tho Parish Onild of Grace Church col- 
obratod its anniversary Sunday evening 
in Graco church. Owing to tho unpleas- 
ant character of the wcathor tiie attond- 
nnco was limited. The exorcises were of 
an interesting character consisting of 
tiie customary ovening sorvico with mu- 
sical selections by the double quartet, 
followed by addresses by Mr. Herman 
Pago of Cambridge and Mr. A. B. Shields 
of Newton Lower Falls. The musical 
numbers were very finely rendered, tho 
voices blonding harmoniously in the sa- 
crod renditions of tho service. The an- 
nual report of tho various branches of 
the Guild was presented by tiie rector, 
Rev. George VV. Shinn, U.D. It was a 
resume of tho work of tho year and will 
bo read with interest by many of our 
people. Tho report follows: 

The Parish Guild of Grace Church is 
composed of the various working socie- 
ties in the Parish, numbering thirteen in 
all. 

Tiie Guild is called together reg- 
ularly once a year to hear reports 
of the work of tho different Chap- 
ters, and to elect its officers. Other 
meetings are held occasionally, but 
the active work is done by tiie Chanters 
according to the arrangements made by 
each for its own affairs. 

The object of the general organization 
is to unite all the workers iu tiie bonds 
of a common sympathy, and to encour- 
age each other by a statement of what 
tho variousChapters have been able to do 
during the year for the welfare of the 
parish and of tho different outside ob- 
jects which are brought to notice. 

Tiie care of the sick and tho poor, tho 
education of tho young, tho extension of 
hospitality to strangers, the aiding of 
missions and missionaries, tiie adorn- 
ment of mission chapels, tho care of the 
chancels of our church and chapel and 
their preparation for divine service — 
these arc among the objects for which 
time, efforts and money have been used 
during the past year. 

The annual report of the different 
Chapters showed a large amount of ac- 
tivity and efficiency, although much 
moro could havo been attempted had 
there been moro workers. The Guild 
furnishes a place for work for every one 
who wants to work, and for all grades of 
ability, from the little girl who can paste 
a few’ pictures in a scrap-book up to the 
man who can deliver a lecture to young 
men, or teach a Bible class for adults. 

A parish ought to be a band of workers. 
It is hardly enough to satisfy tho con- 
science of a Christian simply to attend 
the public services and to give money — 
there should be personal effort for the 
welfare of others. 

Tiie wonder is, how anyone can be satis- 
fied with looking on while others enjoy the 
pleasure of doing something to advance 
the Church’s interests, and to add to the 
prosperity of Christ’s kingdom in this 
world. No worker in this Guild lias any 
regrets aPffciving labored during the past 
year. If there are regrets, they are be- 
cause they have not been able to do even 
more than they have done. 

Tho reports presented are too long to 
be read in full on this occasion, although 
they are* all of considerable interest. 
Thu essential patrons of each are here- 
with presented: — 

The St. Agues’ Chapter numbers twen- 
ty-five members. It is composed mainly 
of young girls, who are under tho direc- 
tion of ladies, as officers. Tho officers 
for tiie year are — 

President, Miss Alico Clark. 
Vice-President, Miss L. M. Barton. 
Treasurer, Miss Blanche Whitman. 
Secretary, Miss Hitchings. 

The members of this Chapter pledge 
themselves to work twenty minutes each 
week on missionary work. They have 
sent away a box of goods, clothing, toys, 
etc., to tiie Crow Creek Indiiui Agency 
in Dakota. Also articles to Miss Willis- 
ton’s Home, Aulnirndalo,and tho Cornell 
Home, South Boston. The value of their 
work was about $80. They have collect- 
ed in all 841.4(1 during the year. 

The Girls’ Friendly Chapter has had a 
year of its usual prosperity. They num- 
ber now 42 members, 12 candidates, 2 
honorary members. 15 associates, mak- 
ing a total >f 85, a gain of 11) during the 
year. The present officers are: 

President, Miss Ethel Cushing.

The Helping Hand Chapter held 88 
meetings. Their work mainly consists of 
supplying hook marks, altar ami lecturn 
hangings for chapels. Tiie officers are: 
President, Miss F. B. Montgomery. 
Vice-President, Miss X. M. Flint. 
Secretary, Miss Josephine Shinn. 
Treasurer, Miss Edith Kimball. 

They have sent embroidered hangings 
to St. Paul’s Church, Ueaclimond, Mass. 
To three missions in Arkansas. 

To the Church of the Good Shepherd, 
Watertown, Mass. 

To the Church at Bath, Maine. 

And they have supplied some articles 
for our own parish. Thu value of these 
articles was over 800. 

St. Margaret’s Chapter works as an 
adjunct to tho Ladies Missionary society. 
The president is Miss Mary V. Fonnessy; 
treasurer, Miss Lila M. Page; secretary, 
Miss Grace M. Jones. There ure eleven 
members. 

Tiie Mothers’ Meeting, under tho di- 
rection of Miss Hannah Allen, Mrs. Paul, 
Miss Emery ntid other ladies, lias contin- 
ued its good work, meeting once ouch 
month for conversation, music, lectures, 
instruction, religious worship, and sup- 
per. Clothing valued at 88.40 and 82.00 
in money wore sent to Mrs. Buford for 
her hospital; 85.00 wore raised for tiie 
Missionary Enrollment. 

The Sunday School Chapter reports 
125 scholars, 15 touchers and 8 officers— 
total, 148. The superintendent is Mr. 
George A. Flint; the secretary and irons 
urm is Mr. Richard James. The regular 
offerings, have boon 878.02; special offer- 
ings. 8-4.78.

Tho Brotherhood held, about twenty 
meetings during the year. Tiie presi- 
dent is Mr. Charles K. Wood; the sec- 
retary, Mr. Welles E. Holmes; the treas- 
urer, Mr. Edward Page. Lectures were 
delivered as follows: 

On “Electricity,” by I)r. Jacques. 

On "Succesful Men,” by Prof. Warren, 
v.oon “Bermuda,” by Mr. D. A. P. , Shep- 
pard. 

The annual sermon was delivered by 
tho Rev. Dr. Spaulding of Christchurch, 
Cambridge, the choir of thnt parish be- 
ing tho guests of tho Brotherhood. Last 
fall, they also entertained, one evening, 
tho Boys’ Club of Auhurndale. 

Tho committee on hospitality pre- 
sented no report, but some of their work 
is seen iu tho courtesy shown to stran- 
gers coming to the Church services. 

Tho missionary committees reported 
one meet'ng held at which an address 
was made by tiie Rev. Mr. Cullendar, but 
in addition to this, missionary sermons 
aud addresses have been delivered in tho 
church and chapel by various others, 
from time to time, and tiie regular col- 
lections for missions have been made, so 
that the parish lias been kept in line in 
the good work of Church extension. 
This missionary committee recommend 
thnt moro meetings he held for gaining 
information about missions, and that tiie 
people of the parish should subscribe to 
the .Spirit of Missions and other mission- 
ary periodicals. 

Tiie gratifying announcement can now 
be matte that over 8800 havo been given 
by members of the parish to tho mission- 
ary enrollment fund. 

In thus presenting a summary of the 
reports read at the annual meeting, we 
need not lie entirely ashamed of the rec- 
ord which Graco Church lias made dur- 
ing the past year, while at the same time 
tho wish must spring up in every work- 
er’s heart that moro might be done dur- 
ing the coming year. 

It is a blessed privilege to lie permitted 
to do anything for tiie Lord who has re 
deemed us, ami they who work for Him 
find their reward comes witli tiie work 
they do. 

Tiie chancel committee reported that 
they had found willing helpers during 
tiie year under the leadership of Miss 
Nellie B. Turner. The orderly condition 
of our chancels in church and|chapei,the 
smoothness with which many things are 
done, and the exquisite character of the 
decorations on Festival occasions are due 
to their care and devotion. 

Tiie Ladies’ Missionary .Society is tiie 
oldest Chapter of tiie Guild and contin- 
ues even more actively than ever to do its 
good work for the poor, for missions and 
f :>r schools, for aged clergymen, for or- 
phans and for the sick. 

The have lielned Miss Willislon’s 
Home.tlie South Boston Home, a colored 
missionary and Iris wife in Richmond, 
an aged clergyman in Maryland, tiie Di- 
vinity School for colored ministers in 
Richmond, and for two families in t;ie 
West. Tiie valuation of tiie work for the 
year was about 8505.

city council. As for the work of carry- 
ing out the system, it does not make 
much difference whether the water board 
or the city council has the nominal 
charge, the former will have the respon- 
sibility in any case, and the city council 
will have to accept their adivee and follow 
out their directions, so that it would seem 
to be as well to give them full charge of 
the matter. The smaller the body that 
has charge of a piece of work, The more 
satisfactory are the results, is what ex- 
perience teaches.

THE STREET RAILWAY. 


SOME OF THE TESTIMONY AT THE WAL- 
THAM HEARING. 


The Waltham aldermen had a hearing 
Monday evening on the petition of the 
Newton Street Railway company, for 
right to operate the road by the Thom- 
son-Uouston system of overhead wire. 
Messrs. H. D. Hyde, II. B. Parker, W. E. 
Boland and Mansfield appeared for tho 
railway company and Messrs. S. L. Pow- 
ers, and J. N. Kellar appeared in opposi- 
tion for the New England Telephone 
company. The hearing was a long 
and interesting ono and was finally ad- 
journed to Wednesday evening. 

Mr. Hyde said the company intended 
to run cars every 15 minutes, and wanted 
to get the cars running in 50 days. The 
telephone company, he said, had no pat- 
ent on the earth, but if the city of Wal- 
tham decided that the telephone was 
more valuable than the railway, all right. 
The company intended to lay tho T-rail, 
as that had proved the most satisfactory. 
This rail projects about one-half an inch 
above the street, and the groove made by 
the wheel flange is five-eighths to three- 
fourths of HIT inch in width and depth. 
The rails would be 50 pound rails. 

Mr. Parker said that the road did not 
want to be loaded down with require- 
ments, and if wooden poles costing $5 
would do, he couldn’t see why iron ones 
costing $30 should be required. 

Mr. Boland of Lynn said that the dou- 
ble trolley system was an utter impossi- 
bility. In Allegheny City the system is 
in use and the truck falls off every few 
yards. The telephone company want an 
absurd stipulation.

HARRISON'S NOMINATIONS. 

chanced to meet on Tremont street, 
Tuesday morning, Hon. John C. Crosby of 
Berkshire, the senior member on tho Demo- 
cratic side of the State Senate, and Wil- 
liam Fisher Wlmrton of Boston, whose ap- 
pointment ns lirst assistant secretary of 
Stntc had just been announced. 

I asked Senator Crosby wlmt he thought 
of the selection, and he at once and with- 
out hesitation declared It to be the best that 
Harrison could have made and lie added, 
that in tho light of passing events, it was a 
high compliment to the State of Massachu- 
setts. This expression of opinion, coming 
from one of the lending partisans of the op- 
posite side, I think is the best endorsement 
Mr. Wharton could have. I confess to hav- 
ing lmd an unreasonable dislike to Mr. 
Wharton when he first entered the legisla- 
ture and so did Senator Crosby, who was 
with him in the house. Senator Crosby 
further remarked that this nomination of 
Wharton had done more than anything else 
to strengthen the administration of Harri- 
son in Massachusetts. This may mean 
much and it may mean nothing. I think it 
means much and that the young element of 
the party is to come to the front. 

Of the other Massachusetts nominations 
I have already expressed a partial opinion. 
That of Col. John 1). Washburn is in every 
way correct and unexceptionable. That of 
Hon. George B. Lorlng and that of George 
D. Robinson have not been received with- 
out exceptions from the party. George B. 
Loring.taking into account his antecedents. 
1ms never been entitled to the confidence of 
the Republican party. When tho war of 
tho rebellion broke out, ;he was on board 
the same sloop with Benjamin F. Butler 
and Caleb Cushing. All three believed that 
in March, 1801, the commercial, manufac- 
turing, mercantile and trading interests of 
the north would yield to the demands of the 
southern fire-eaters in Congress. Butler 
was the first to see his error and jumped, 
and John A. Andrew took him on his pro- 
fession of faith. Caleb Cushing tried the 
same dodge and was rejected. Some two 
years later, and I think it was at mass 
meeting in Newton, that George B. Loring 
and the lute David II. Mason astonished 
the Republican party by appearing on the 
platform and renouncing their heresy. Nei- 
ther of them received the baptismal seal of 
the party for their motives were questiona- 
ble. It was office ami official distinction 
both aimed at, and both were kept on the 
anxious seat. Mason was the first to re- 
ceive the reward of merit, and he died while 
holding the comparatively insignificant of- 
fice of U. S. District Attorney, w’hile a seat 
in Congress was his ambition. 

Loving plodded along till the party 
thought his garments were cleansed of all 
secesli and Democratic impregnation and 
he was allowed to be the President of the 
State Senate for three terms ; then to con- 
gress; then to the agricultural department 
in Washington. His aim was to be one of 
the cabinet under Harrison. Whether his 
residential mission at the ancient court of 
the Braganzns will compensate him for the 
loss of living in state at Washington re- 
mains to be seen. However, he remains in 
office, and that is something for him. 

The nomination of George D. Robinson 
on the Cherokee Commission is not re- 
ceived very kindly in certain quarters. 
There is no doubt that the President’s first 
intention was John D. Long. That the 
cards were played shrewdly by some par- 
ties is certain, and that the inside history 
of the tiling will crop out in some of the 
future caucusses and meetings of the lead- 
ers of the party is equally certain and then 
there will be music. 

At the present writing, (Tuesday) the 
fate of ex-Speaker Charles J. Noyes hangs 
in the balance. I have no faith that lie 
will receive any such recognition at the 
hands of the administration as he aims at. 
The richest plums to which Massachusetts 
was entitled have been distributed and 
nothing is left but the unripe fruit that 
may drop. Fifty years ago, Massachusetts 
was entitled to and received tin* first: now 
she has to be content with taking a lower 
place. 

MUIlAT HALSTEAD’S REJECTION 
is likely to bring forth different fruit than 
what was expected. I don’t know that the 
Senate of the United States has changed 
much within fifty years. But 1 do know 
this, that fifty years ago members of that 
body would not base their objections to a 
nomination on such assertions as those 
made against Whitelaw Reid and Murat 
Halstead. 

There is not a class In the United States 
more open to the criticisms of the press 
than the members of Congress in both 
branches. The New York Tribune and 
the Cincinnati Commercial both had a 
right to arraign members of both branches 
both for their political and individual short 
comings. The servants of the people are 
the property of the people ; its people eleet 
them and the people are largely indebted to 
the press for the reasons why they reject 
one man and elect another. The press of 
the United States is too often cowardly and 
when, now and then, a leading paper is will- 
ing to state the truth and give the reasons 
for so doing, such a paper should be re- 
spected. Halstead will gain in the end. 

A reaction of the people is certain and if 
Payne’s wrong obtained for him a seat in 
the United States Senate, Halstead’s pop- 
ularity and courage will place him in the 
same seat next term. 

THE SAMOAN DISASTER 

will lead to one good result though the 
pathway to that result has been so terrible. 
It will teach our government that there is 
an unwise economy more than ail extrava* 
gant expenditure. 

There is little use at this time to speak of 
the utter folly of sending a fleet to those 
obscure islands in tin* Pacific. But when 
the first folly was perpetrated there was 
; no excuse for not making the fullest prepa- 
1 rations to preserve the fives of our brave 
j seamen. There may be courts of inquiry 
! and court martinis, but when all is summed 
I up the disgraceful fact remains, that the 
1 United States lias sunk largely in the scale 
of maratime nations as far as regards her 
naval preparations either for the present 
or tlie future. There is a fogyisin in all 
our departments more destructive than dry 
rot. It oust us hundreds of millions during 
the war of the rebellion, but instead of 
that teaching a lesson, matters have been 
ten times worse since. We arc ages behind 
the times aud for the very reason that 
there ha* been no administration since the 
(lays of Jackson, that has had the pluck to 
weed out the useless trash from tin* depart- 
ment and replace old timber with now. 

TIIK GREAT AND GENERAL COURT. 

The legislature has entered upon the 
fourth month of the present session, and 
yet there has been comparatively nothing 
accomplished. The matters which are to 
affect the slate most seriously are yet in the 
hands of committees. The oleo hill was 
disposed of In the Senate Thursday, hut it 
may come up in a new form as it did last 
year. I see no reason why one interest in 
tho state should suffer in order to protect 
another interest. The introduction of 
oleo us a substitute for butter was impera- 
tive us lias been the several introductions 
of other materials to tukc the place of 


tallow candles, sperm oil and wood ns 
fuel. 

There Is no accounting for tastes. Tho 
Norwegian and the Russian prefers the 
rankest tallow or train oil to butter, and so 
do the people in the West Indies prefer the 
rancid article to the sweet. No one is 
obliged to buy oleo, hut if he prefers it let 
him have It,— as for the coloring, Hint is a 
matter of fancy. Fifty years ago the best 
of June butter churned in our New England 
farms was white, and if tlie farmers and 
dairymen in later years saw fit to introduce 
carrot and other harmless coloring to add 
to tlm beauty of the product, why should 
the oleo man be prevented. All the laws In 
Christendom will not prevent fraud, and 
the dairyman is as likely to perpetrate it as 
the oleo man. 

You may look for some rich development 
in regard to elevated railroads next week. 
The street railway committee is nearly 
ready to report and their report is likely to 
astonish some people. Wahan. 


A Good Old Boston inn. 

Tho fireman’s hall came off boforo the 
beginning of Lent, but it may lio for a 
moment recalled for tho snko of an inci- 
dent connected therewith, and was rela- 
ted at a Lenten dinner party tho other 
evening, says Arlo Bates in tho Provi- 
dence Journal. A gentleman who lives 
in Cambridge, and who bears ono of the 
names best known in American letters, 
was asked to buy a tickot to tho ball and 
good naturcdly did so. He then consid- 
ered what to do with it, and decided to 
give it to one of his two manservants. 
This, howover, did not end the matter, as 
lio reflected in his kindly old soul that lie 
could not make an invidious distinction 
between tlie faithful pair who minister 
unto his comf-oit.

Convict Labor. 

Tlio following letter from a former pu- 
pil of tho Alien School, concerning a re- 
cent debate in the Lyceum, and his own 
practical knowledge of the subject, will 
be read with interest by his former 
friends here: 

My dear Mr. Allen: The account 
of the debate on contract convict labor 
was very interesting to me, especially as 
the views advanced by my teacher of 
days gone bye must be upheld by every 
cousciontious person familiar with the 
question. 

Up to about a year ago I was interest- 
ed iu a manufacturing contract iu the 
Joliet State Prison, and although we had 
an outside foreman (as the prison laws 
require) I was there most of tho time. 
Convict contract system, as conducted 
in this State, lias been a blessing to tho 
prisoner and no detriment to outside 
manuiacturers. It lias afforded the pris- 
oners many advantages beyond being 
able to partially learn a trade and to be 
pleasantly occupied, because it brought 
them iu contact with contractors and 
their foremen, outside men, who if in- 
clined could show them that kindness 
and even fauiiliianty (if deserved) 
which could not bo shown them by the 
guards or State ollicors (as a rule), on ac- 
count of the discipline, still the State 
employes are expected to be kind and 
courteous to the prisoners under till cir- 
cumstances, even when punishing them. 
Contractors aud foremen having business 
outside, had facilities of aiding worthy 
men to good positions at the expiration 
of their term which is us essential us re- 
forming them while in prison. 

Any one advocating the stone-pile re- 
form is either ignorant or regardless of 
tho rights of those who maybe unfortu- 
nate enough to go to prison. I know sev- 
eral ox-convicts here holding important 
positions, and highly trusted and rospect- 
od, who owe their reform and present 
positions to convict labor system solely. 
Joliet is a large barb wire manufacturing 
centre; one company has for many years 
lmd a contract in the prison, still none 
of the outside manufacturers have over 
claimed that their business was injured 
iu the least, by convict labor, aud some 
of tho men interested outside are as self- 
ish its tiny one. 

could now be doing a good deal of 
our manufacturing in the prison but do 
not do so because 1 found it was cheaper 
to pay a skilled , mechanic $8.50 per nay 
outside than 75 cents iu tlio prison. Con- 


tractors have no choice of men nnd have 
to tnkn those tliat are assigned them re- 
gardless of age, merit, disposition or 
time of service, and have to pay tho men 
whether they work or not. unless they 
arc in the hospital or tn punishment, the 
rules and hygiene demands, occupy a 
good deal of time during working hours, 
that is a loss to the contractor. As a 
rule, by the timo that a man (at tho •ex- 
pense of the contractor’s patience and 
stock ruined) is capable of doing a fail- 
day’s work ho is discharged and another 
has to he taught. In a manufacturing 
business iu which there is any competi- 
tion, it takes a very shrewd business man 
with a good deal of capital, to make 
money out of a contract in cither of the 
two penitentiaries of this State, and 
thcro is no reason why tho same condi- 
tions should not exist in tho othorStates. 
Aside from all this, no community is jus- 
tifled in condemning the very few among 
them who fall, to the stone-pile, to moral 
and worldly ruin. It is all a political is- 
sue, and the ignorant working class the 
dupes. 

During the four years that I have been 
West, this time, I have often thought of 
all tho Allens with pleasant recollections 
of my days at their school.

GETS PltOlIiniTOKY INFORMATION WITH- 
OUT ASKING FOR IT. 

To tho Editor of the GnAritic. 

Tlie Editor of the Philadelphia Press 
recently obtained from tlie chiefs of po- 
lice of many American eities most inter- 
esting and impressivo reports upon the 
crime therein. Tho Press is an ardent 
high iicoiiRo paper, hut omitted its groat 
opportunity to point out and demon- 
strate the advantage of high or low li- 
cense over prohibition wliilo it instituted 
a search for tlie wickedest city. Over 
one hundred cities were thus canvassed 


ests of the State and nation roRts with 
the people ratlior than with these fear- 
ful mon. Garrison and Phillips were an- 
Hauitcd, slandered and hindered by tho 
ancestors of thoso men and blood tells. 

Surely ovory honest, fair-minded citi- 
zen who demands a reason for tho hope 
timt is within others, ought to sit upon 
tlie tlirono of Ids own reason and con- 
science before he summarily dismisses 
tho discussion of tho Constitutional 
Amendment upon mere sontiment, or sur- 
face argument. An evil that causes nine 
tenths of all the crime, tho misery and 
unhappiness of tho rneo and worse rhan 
wastes nino millions ot dollars and sonds 
seventy-seven thousand souls down to 
drunkards’ graves annually besides de- 
moralizing society and politics, surely 
ought to he drivon from tlie State and 
nation. Why not begin now? 

Citizens, arise, and in your might de- 
clare at the polls that the saloon must go, 
by voting Yes for the Constitutional 
Amendment.

THE AMENDMENT. 


through their chiefs of police, and 
strange to say that under its flaming 
lines, ‘‘A Shocking State of Affairs,” its 
editorial revealed the fact that two high 
license cities took tho palm for increase 
of crime, drunkenness, prostitution, etc. 
Wheeling, West Virginia, and Sullivan, 
Illinois, enjoy this most enviablo reputa- 
tion of being tho worst city in the Union. 
The former is under a $075 liquor license 
and the latter a $500 liquor license. 
Wheeling has a population of 40,000, and 
in her two years of high licenso Police 
Chief Porter says, ‘‘Crime is on tho in- 
crease. Drunkenness is tlie chief offence. 
Prostitution is alarmingly on the in- 
crease. Drunkenness among women is on 
tho increase.” 

Sullivan, Illinois, chief of police says, 
‘‘Crime is on tlie increase, prostimtion 
is on the increase and drunkenness 
among women is on the increase.” The 
Press editorially says of this same city. 
‘‘In point of what is known as general 
cusseduess, this town can give points to 
any in this country.” 

The report for our own favored Bos- 
ton witii its $350-license says, “Crime is 
on the increase. 5,328 more arrests in 
1883 than in 1887. Drunkenness increased 
2.04 per cent. Offences against persons 
(almost wholly the direct result of drunk- 
enness) are the most prevalent forms of 
crime. Drunkenness among women is on 
the increase, very much so. The number 
of women arraigned in court has been 
doubled. Tlie penal institutions are 
so crowded that the police do not make 
arrests they ought.” The Press editorial- 
ly says of this High License City, “Un- 
der very stringent license laws the 
drunkenness has greatly increased, and 
despite the vigilauce of the police tlie 
sales of intoxicating liquors have not de- 
creased.” 

In Chicago with its $500 license fee 
7000 more arrests were made last vear 
than previous years. Fifty deliberate 
murders committed during tlie year. 
“Crime on tlie increase.” 

Philadelphia, its own $500 licensed city, 
a Conner says “that in 1888 there was 
an increase of 20 per cent, over 1887 in 
deaths due directly to alcoholism. 

Lancaster, another Pennsylvania high 
license city, in its report says that every 
kind of crime is on tlie increase, especial- 
ly drunkenness among young men and 
girls, many of them of respectable 
parents. 

Of Kansas City, Mo., with its 385C 
license fee “Crime is booming right 
along,” tlie Press says editorially, "Crime 
and prostitution are ou the increase.” 
Things are about the same whether 
license be high, low or medium. 

Now compare with the foregoing tale 
of woe and misery its reports for prohibi- 
tory cities, which without an exception 
are highly encouraging. 

The chief of Augusta, Me., says, 
“Crime is on tlie decrease. Prostitution 
is very largely on tlie decrease. Drunken- 
ness among women is on tlie decrease, wo 
have little of it. The opium habit is not 
known iu ourcity.” Tlie Press editorial- 
ly says, “The descendants of tlie Puritans 
are holding crime at arms length. The 
answers furnish a striking contrast to 
some of the others given.” 

Concord, N. II. Its chief says “Crime 
is on tlie decrease and there is not a 
house of prostitution iu tiie town.” 

Topeka, Kansas. “Crime is on tlie de- 
crease. Drunkenness among women is 
on tho decrease. We have very little of 
it here. Tho opium or chloral habit is 
not known in our city.” Tlie Press says 
editorially “This report is unique and 
speaks well for Bleeding Kansas.” 

Cedar Rapids, Iowa. “Cfiino is on tho 
decrease. Drunkenness with both sexes 
is decreasing.” 

Leavenworth, Kansas. “Prostitution 
has decreased. Tlie worst criminals are 
children of drunkards. Drunkenness 
among women lias decreased. 

This invaluable testimony proves that 
license High and license low increases 
crime and degrades every community 
where it prevails, and that tlie high li- 
cense cities are tlie wickedest cities in 
tlie country, while every prohibition city 
with imperfectly enforced laws 
are bettered and prosper by tlie 
decrease of crime and a reasonable pre- 
vention of crime. This information was 
not sought by this enterprising editor in 
His hunt for the worst city hut it came 
all the same. 

This testimony is invaluable fact and 
to the point. How worthless in compar- 
ison is tlie recent so-called symposium of 
the sentiments and opinions of a lot of 
conservative ministers, lawyers, editors 
and respectable citizens, almost all of 
whom have no sympathy whatever with 
Prohibition of tlie liquor tariff, as it is 
called pure and simple, hut who all fa- 
vor some form of license or local option, 
falsely called by them prohibition. 

Tlie conservatism of these men and 
their age unfits them for a radical action, 
and wiiy tlie opinion of many of them, 
moderate drinkers, should lie canvassed 
at all upon this question which must so 
seriously affect their habits is straugu, 
except to prove tlie distress of tlie mult 
and distilled liquor trade for respectable 
supporters, it is part of their system of 
a $25, 000-fee to the late great war gover- 
nor to champion tlie license theory be- 
fore a prohibitory legislature 15 years 
ago. 

What a remarkable symposium will 
appear April 22 as wo see tlie serried 
cofuniiis of conservative clergymen, 
lawyers, editors and citizens, beer brew- 
ers, wiiiskey and rum distillers, liquor 
drinkers, saloouists, high and low, 
brothel keepers umi the vast host of 
their demoralized votaries, marching up 
to tlie polls to defeat what must prove a 
wise and salutary attempt to drive this 
informal traffic beyond our borders. 
History hut repeats herself. Every great 
moral reform iias had its opponents, 
and none have been more bitter and re- 
lentless than the fathers of these same 
blue stockinged literary men, aristocrats, 
retired ministers, and respectable citi- 
zuus. It is lucky that the moral iutor- 


THE HERALD PRESENTS FIGURES FROM 
ALL OVER THE STATE. 

Tlie Boston Herald lias made a canvass 
of tlie State in regard to the Prohibitory 
amendment. It has obtained figures 
from those friendly to the amendment, 
and from these it predicts that it will 
not pass, and in tlio table of figures it 
finds some over 3,000 majority against tho 
amendment, leaving out the vote of Suf- 
folk county, which is not expected to he 
in favor. 

From Newton it lias the following: 

The friends of tho proposed amend- 
ment in Newton are confident that tlie 
city will cast a large vote iu favor of it. 
They estimate the total vote at 2500. Of 
that number, they are of the opinion 
that 1800 votes will be cast for the 
amendment to 700 against. Tho basis of 
these figures is the uo-license vote of 
1888 — 1503 no, 353 yes. On the amend- 
ment they feel positive that the total 
vote will bo increased. Tlie more con- 
servative temperance men, however, say 
that the total vote on the amendment 
will not exceed the vote on license in 
1888, for tlie reason that many who voted 
for no license will not vote on the ques- 
tion of the amendment. Those opposed 
to tlio amendment who have given the 
question considerable study, arc of the 
opinion that the amendment will be de- 
feated so far as this city is concerned, 
notwithstanding the fact of the custom- 
ary heavy no license vote. They state 
that they have made a thorough canvass 
of tlie situation and that many men in 
tlie city who voted for no license will 
vote against the amendment. Thoso 
who quote figures estimate the total vote 
at about 1500, 700 for the amendment 
and 800 against. Tlie clergymen of the 
city generally predict a handsome vote 
in Newton in favor of the amendment, 
although many of them are of the opin- 
ion that it will be defeated in the state.

Many of the leading organists of 
this ami other cities have tested tiie new 
organ and all express commendatory 
opinions in the matter of tiie volume and 
purity of tone of the new instrument. Tiie 
cost of the new organ was in the vicinity of 
SG000. It lias the reversed double-bank key 
hoard and tiie organist faces the audience 
during the rendition of the beautiful music 
common to the services in Catholic churches. 
The large speaking pipes are very hand- 
somely ornamented in appropriate com- 
binations of colors with gold effects. Al- 
together, it is a very handsome as well a> 
valuable instrument. It will be formally 
opened at the services on Easter Sunday.

ACTION ON IlIOH SKBVIOK. 

The Common Council mot in regular 
session Monday evening, President Bond 
in the chair. 

Petitions, reports and orders from the 
Board of Aldermen wore passed in con- 
currence, except the order relating to the 
high water service. Upon this order, j 
Councilman Wiswall in *vod to non-con- 
cur. and to stand by the previous action 
of the Council. To bring the details of 
the work before the Council was unpre- 
cedented. When water was introduced 
into the city, three men, who had littlo 
or no previous knowledge of such work, 
were intrusted with the expenditure of 
$850,000. They spent $7(50,000 and a 
little more, and the work was well done, 
a< everyone was willing to admit. Some 
memheis of the other board arc afraid 
to trust the water board to spend about 
onc-cighth of this amount. The water 
board have investigated the matter thor- 
oughly; one of them has seen ten years’ 
service, a second has been upon the 
board several years, and the new member, 
all will acknowledge, is a successful bust- ! 
ness mail, not liable to make mistakes in ! 
his business calculations. I think wo 
incur no risk by leaving the matter in [ 
their hands. The adoption of this order I 
will lead to great delay, and no saving of ; 
money. There is no good reason why i 
we should not sustain our previous j 
action. 

Councilman Hamblen offered an amend- 
ment to this order, covering mainly the 
ground of the order formerly adopted by 
the council, but as the order was not 
passed in concurrence, the amendment 
was not passed. 

Remarks upon the question were also 
made by Councilmen Forknall and Fonno. 

Petitions were presented from Annie 
M. Cobb et al. for the laying out of 
Chester street, from Forest to Riverside 
streets; from Lyman A. Ross et al. that 
parts of Walnut street were unfit for 
travel and that it be repaired: M. 6. 
Crane et al. for a chemical engine and 
hose carriage, to provide bettor means of 
extinguishing lires in ward 5; W. H. 
Stewart of ward 8, for graded sidewalk 
on Hillside avenue; T. A. Fleu for two 
street lights on Hunter street, ward 3; 
Clarence II. Hayes for the reconstruction 
and concreting of the sidewalk on High- 
land stieot, ward 3. 

Orders were adopted that the commit- 
tee on finance and salaries be hereby re- 
quested to consider and report upon the 
matter of compensation of registrars of 
voters and election officers. 

Ordered, that for the election of April 
22, 1881), upon ilie prohibitory amend- 
ment, the compensation of election offi- 
cers, also tellers and vote distributors 
required by chapter 41 of acts of 1880, be 
as follows: for election officers, princi- 
pals, $5; for deputies, $3; for deputies 
performing the work of principals, the 
same pay: for tellers and ballot distribu- 
tors, each $5. The wardens to make pay 
roll of all above named officers and send 
same to city clerk with returns of elec- 
tion. 

Ordered that the committee on sewer- 
age, the city engineer and city solicitor 
be authorized to attend the hearing by 
the legislative committee upon the dis- 
posal of sewage of Newton and neigh- 
boring towns. 


Special .Meeting of the Aid ruian. 

The aldermen held a special meeting 
Tuesday evening, when Mayor Burr an- 
nounced the following appointments of 
tellers and vote distributors, under chap- 
ter 41 of the Resolves of ’81) for duty at 
the special election April 22: Ward 1, 
W. H. Partridge, yes; F. II. Stone, no 
Ward 2, James D. Billings, yes; Law 
rence H. Craiiitcli, no. Ward 3, Walter 
L. Colby, yes; F. H. Humphrey, no. 
Ward 4. George W. Chamberlain, yes; 
Henry Washbui n, no. Ward 5, Fred A. 
O’Connor, yes; Daniel Kelleher, no. 
Ward (5, Arthur Muldoon, yes; Howard 
Carleton, no. Ward 7, Lawrence M. 
Clark, yes; Robert B. Kdes, no. 

Notice was received through the clerk 
of the common council that that body 
bad non-conourred on the order author- 
izing the water board to obtain plans 
with detailed estimate of cost of the 
proposed high water service at Chestnut 
Hill. Papers from the common council 
were passed in concurrence including 
the reference of the petition of residents 
of Newton Highlands for additional lire 
apparatus. 

A petition for Daniel Chamberlain for 
sidewalks on Seaverus street, extending 
to Ash, (a distance of 2*25 feel) was re- 
ferred to the highway committee. 

Permits were granted, under a sus- 
pension of the rules, to erect wooden 
buildiugs on Gay street, ward 2 and 
L ike avenue, ward »$. 

James Mulcahy was granted a permit 
to move a building from Emerson street 
through Boyd and Gardner streets to a 
new location. 

James Monahan was granted a juuk 
license. 

Notices of intention to erect buildings 
on Oak and Prince streets were received 
and filed. 

A petition presented by Alderman 
Harbucli from residents of Chester 
street, asking that said street be graded 
and that concrete sidewalks bo laid, was 
referred to the highway committee. 

An order offered by Alderman liar bach 
was adopted authorizing the committee 
on highways to expend $(>50 lor raising 
the grade of Winter street and filling in 
tlie estate of Nancy Bacon. 

An order offered by Alderman liar- 
bach was adopted, authorizing the com- 
mittee on highways to expend from the 
appropriation for widening, reconstruc- 
tion and improvement, a sum not ex- 
ceeding $15 500, as follows: Boylstou 
street, $3,000: Brighton street, $500; Cali- 
fornia street, $2,000; Church and Rich- 
ardson street, $2,400; Durant street, 
$500; Washington street, (Newton Lower 
Falls) $2,500; Watertown street, $1,000; 
Waverley avenue, $000. 

On motion of Alderman Harbach it was 
voted to take the order from the table 
which authorized the Mayor to petition 
the legislature for additional water sup- 
ply for Newton. 

Alderman Chadwick moved to 
amend by substituting “the water 
board” in pluco of ‘‘the mayor.” 
Discussion followed. Alderman 
Johnson said that he was respon- 
sible for the amendment, whereby the 
name of the mayor had been substituted, 
aud that be believed that the Mayor was 
the proper official to represent the city. 

Alderman Peiteo criticised the delay 
on the part of the water board in notify- 
ing the city council of the necessity for 
additional water supply. 


Alderman Childs said that it j 
was certainly proper that the mayor ; 
should appear at the hearing, hut it 
was also important that the water ; 
board should be lepresented. The May- 
or will need the assistance of the water j 
board in obtaining information, and it is ' 
only courteous that the board should he 
invited to attend the hearing. It, would 
practically be slapping the water board ; 
in the face to cut it olT entirely. The 
chief executive officer of the city should 
attend the hearing and the water board, 
as i have before said, should also be rep- 
resented. 

Alderman Ret toe said that be did not 
object to the appearance of the water j 
board at the hearing, but that ho thought 
it, a rather cool proceeding to petition i 
the legislature for additional water sun- | 
ply and then to ask for permission to do 
that from tho city council. It seems to 
me that the cart is beforo the horse and 
I do not agree with tho gentleman from 
Ward 1 that the Mayor needs to obtain 1 
instructions from the water board. The j 
water board should go to the Mayor and i 
acquaint him with such facts as he do- 
sired.* I have no words of disparagement 
for the water board. Imt 1 am unablo to 
understand its sudden precipitancy in 
this matter, especially as it bad two 
years in which to consider the matter. 

Alderman G’hilds corrected the alder- 
man from ward 5 and stated that he did 
not say that it was necessary for the 
mayor to go to the water board for in- 
structions, hut that he would obtain in- 
formation from that body. 

The amendment, substituting the mayor 
instead of the water board in the order : 
relative to appearing before the legis- 
lature at the hearing on additional water | 
was then put and lost, and an order 
was adopted authorizing the water board 
to appear at said hearing. 

Alderman Kennedy moved for a re- 
consideration and the motion was sec- 
onded by Alderman Johnson. It was not 
voted upon, however, ns the chair was 
unaware that the motion had been sec- 
onded. 

Alderman Childs then moved that the 
mayor be requested to appear with the 
water hoard at the hearing before the 
legislature. 

Alderman Kennedy said that the presi- 
dent of the water board had petitioned 
for additional water supply as a citizen, 
not in his official capacity. 

Alderman Johnson called the attention 
of the chair to the fact that he had 
seconded the motion for a reconsidera- 
tion made by Alderman Kennedy. The 
motion for a reconsideration was then 
put and lost.' 

Alderman Childs then renewed his 
motion that the mayor he requested to 
appear at the heaving with the water 
board and it was carried. The board 
then adjourned. 


ASSOCIATED CHARITIES. 


ORGANIZATION OK A BRANCH FOR WORK 
IN NEWTON. 


The organization of the Newton Asso- 
ciated Charities was formally observed 
at Masonic Hall, Tuesday evening, and a 
large company was present from all 
parts of the city. The association lias 
been developed out of the Woman’s Re- 
lief Corps, but its membership has been 
largely increased, and promises of assist- 
ance and words of eucourugement have 
come from a large number of leading 
citizens, who feel that there is a field for 
work here which is not occupied by any 
other charitable body. The occasion was 
quite a notable one, and the ball was 
decorated with flowers, an orchestra fur- 
nished fine music, and during the exer- 
cises, Mrs. Addie Smith Terry, of the 
Centre Congregational church choir, gave 
some delightful solos, which were 
heartily applauded. 

The exercises were opened with prayer 
»y Rev. Alvah Hovey, 1). D., who in- 
voked the Divine blessing upon the good 
work begun by the association for the 
poor and suffering. 

Dr. Mary E. Bates, the president, then 
gave the opening address, explaining the 
purpose of the organization, the way in 
which it came to be formed, and gave 
something of the work already accom- 
plished. She began by welcoming the 
guests in behalf of the society, and said 
that their presence indicated that they 
were interested in the work of caring for 
those less fortunate than themselves. 
The society began as tho Chas. Ward 
Woman’s Rblief Corps, and its object 
was to assist tho families of old soldiers. 
They found that a great deal was to be 
• lone outside of this, and so extended 
their work to all who were needy. They 
began with one poor family, and the 
work broadened until they were helping 
a large number in all parts of the city, 
and it was thought best to take a name 
more nearly in accord with their pur- 
poses, and the Newton Associated Chari- 
ties was formed. They had representa- 
tives in all parts of the city, and on the 
list of officers was a hoard of visitors, 
whose duty it was to visit all cases of 
suffering aud report on what was needed. 
They had two funds, a membership fund 
for the running expenses, and a relief 
fund, which could only be used for that 
purpose. The treasurer was under bonds 
to the society, although there had not 
yet been funds enough in the treasury at 
any one time to nay for a trip to Canada. 
They started with a dollar in the treasury, 
and although they had expended freely 
tho uif's had been so numerous that the 
treasury had never been entirely empty. 
One of the important parts of tlie woik 
was the furnishing of clothing to those 
needing it, as one way of maintaining j 
the self respect of the poor. A* sowing j 
society met once a week and made over 
the second band clothing that had been 
contributed, into neat and comfortable j 
garments. Puoide who were well clothed 
had a great incentive to cleanliness. 
They had also adopted one little girl, who 
was working for her boaid and going to 
school, and hail clothed her comfortably 
without expending a single dollar. They 
found people always ready to help. A 
committee audited the books once a 
mouth, and the board of visitors reported 
any deserving case to the President. The 
names of those assisted were not re- 
vealed, and the object, was to protect the 
poor in tlieii independence, enable them 
to help themselves by finding something 
for them to do,and to relieve their imme- 
diate wants. They gave as little as pos- 
sible, and endeavored to aid the family 
to be self-supportiug. Thu names were 
not talked over as it was not right to 
trespass on the private affairs of the 
poor. The members were learning ull 
the time, aud they felt that they had 
much to learn as to the best ways of do- 
ing good, but they had had the advice, 
sympathy ami generous assistance of a 
lady well known for hei philanthropic 
work, Mrs. Mary T. Goddard, who was 
one of the members, aud who had doue 


such a noble work in Boston. They ! 
were also greatly indebted to tho Boston 
Associated Charities, who had extended I 
to them a helping hand, and had always 
been ready to give advice; Miss Zilpa 
Smith, that noble lady, who iiad done i 
such good work in connection with the 
Boston society, had extent cd to them 
every courtesy, and after carotully look- 
ing into the work in Boston, we decided 
to work with them. It would surprise 
people to know how many poor there 
are in Newton, and how much suffering 
there is. Something had been done and 
they hoped to do much moro in the 
future. We want the assistance and 
sympathy of all in Newton, so that wo 
may all work together until it can he 
said that there arc no poor families in 
the Garden City. 

Mrs. Bates on closing was presented 
with a handsome bouquet of roses, which 
she accopted with a graceful compliment 
to the givers. She then introduced 

MR. ROBERT TREAT PAINE, 
who congratulated tho Newton society 
on the excellent progress it hud made, as 
shown in the beautiful address of thu 
President. lie hardly knew how to be- 
gin, or what branch of the work to treat 
of, there were so many things to say in 
connection with the work of the Associ- 
ated Charities. Tho first society was 
formed in London some twenty years 
ago, and how there wore .societies in 
nearly every city in Great Britian. 
Eighteen years ago the work in this 
country was first begun in Buffalo, from 
which city it spread to Philadelphia, and 
then to Boston. Now there are nearly 
two hundred cities with such societies. 
They had a branch at his home in Wal- 
tham. One matter of great importance 
was to work wisely, do not give relief to 
the poor outright, but aid them to help 
themselves. Every city had different 
conditions so that it was difficult to give 
advico which would apply iu every case, 
but it was safe to advise the societies to 
study each problem as it came up, not to 
be too ready to give relief, but give what 
is more difficult, intelligent interest and 
sympathy. Use your ingenuity, ami 
use discrimination; uso your good 
sense, sympathy and judgment. The 
danger was in giving too freely, 
iu making paupers, instead of making a 
family self-supporting. Miss Octavia 
Hill of London, the founder of the move- 
ment, prohibited her visitors from giving 
relief; they were told to give everything 
else, give their sympathy, their advice, 
and then after reporting on the case, if 
help was needed, to give that. There 
was also another side, iu some cases im- 
mediate help was needed, and then 
was when discrimination was needed. 
He told of a poor widow iu Boston, with 
nine children, the oldest being only 13 
years old. As soon as a child was able 
to woik a place was found for him, and 
the weekly sum first given was gradually 
cut down until the family was self-sup- 
porting, and tho children were brought 
up self-respecting, and without any feel- 
ing that they had been paupers. The 
churches were doing a good work, and 
here in Newton he did not doubt but the 
members would find occupation for all 
their energies. It was the old custom to 
represent Charity as scattering coins 
broadcast before a scrambling crowd, 
rhat was the mediaeval method, but the 
modern way was much more difficult, 
and the fact was recognized that indis- 
criminate giving did harm instead of 
good. As an illustration he told of a 
family which was destitute by reason of 
au accident that befell the bread-winner. 
He visited them, sent the injured man to 
the Hospital lor ten days, and lie became 
well enough to resume work and the 
family was again self-supporting. Had 
this not been done there was danger that 
the family would have become so accus- 
tomed to receiving alms that they would 
have developed into habitual paupers, of 
whom there are a la*'go number in this 
country. In Boston they had a central 
•mreau.at which a record was kept up ol 
•very poor family, the ways in which 
they had been helped, by the city, by 
-ome charitable society, or otherwise, and 
.hey had seventeen agents to look up 
cases. If a beggar accosts you on the 
itreet, do not give him alms, take his 
lame, send an inquiry to the centiai 
mreau, and by return inaU you will re- 
ceive a full description of him and know 
whether the case is worthy. Most of the 
street beggars, ho was sorry to say, were 
imposters. Do not give so as to destroy 
independence of character, aud it is a sate 
rule to refuse to give to beggars on the 
street, without first looking up their 
case, as 4 out of 5 of these applicants 
were usually impostors, who made their 
living by begging. Visit tho poor as 
friends, aud do what a friend would do. 
Iu Boston we have from 700 to 800 visi- 
tors, who go from house to house, and 
study the best method of relief. in 
Newton he thought it would bo well to 
have at least one paid agent, to take 
charge of the details. In Waltham they 
had a paid agent who devoted halt of 
each day to the work. The visitors have 
weekly conferences, and get a great deal 
of information about methods in that 
way, from the united ingenuity of all, 
and he was glad to see that the same 
plati was followed in Newton. You 
must have active and interested co-op- 
eration to make the work a success. He 
closed by congratulating the association 
on its encouraging beginning, and ex- 
pressing the cordial welcome of the Bos- 
ton Association to the new organization.

MR. NATHAN MOSMAN, 
city almoner, was introduced as ono who 
had given tho society valuable aid and 
lie said that while the work connected 
with his duties at City hall was far from 
poetic, yet it was necessary. The city 
appropriated $12,000 for the poor, $4,000 
of which was for the Almshouse, and the 
rest for Hie outside poor. Three quar- 
ters of the suffering was caused by drink 
or inconi potency, and the other fourth 
was perhaps necessary. lie was glad 
that the association had organized, and 
thought they could do great good bore. 

MR. N. T. ALI.EN 

was the last speaker and said that all ad- 
mitted that women were efficient and tho 
proper persons to be at the head of such 
an organization, and it was an admirable 
move in the right direction. Ho thought 
such an organization could l>e of great 
assistance to the Overseers of the Poor, 
and for his part ho thought there should 
be women on that board. In his own 
experience lie had seen tho need of such 
an organization, and he was endeavoring 
to make the sons and daughters of 
wealthy peoplo capable of being self 
supporting when reverses came. Our 
schools were as good, on tho whole, ho 
thought, as could he found in tho state, 
we have women on the school board, anti 
they ought to bo on other boards, as 
their influence was needed. In answer 
to a question, Mr. Paine said that women 
had served as overseers of the poor in 
Brookline. Mr. Allen thought a very 
important movement had been started by 
the women of the Associated Charities, 
and he wished them every success. 

This concluded the speaking and tho 
guosts were invited by the President to 
proceed to tho supper room, where re- 
freshments were served, after which the 
company returned to the hall for an in- 
formal social time. 

Among tho prominent guests were 
Rev. R. A. White and wife, Rev. II. J. 
Patrick, Mr. and Mrs. Walton of West 
Newton, Rev. Dr. Hovey and wife, Mr. 
J. Sewell Reed, treasurer of tho Soldiers’ 
Home, lion. W. F. Slocum, the members 
of the Amateur theatrical club in New- 
ton Centre, which gave a benefit for the 
charities some time ago, and many prom- 
inent citizens.

Vermont nntl the Tnrlff. 

Vermont lias a wide awake Tariff Re- 
form League which iMiblislies a bright, 
little four page monthly called “Tariff 
Reform.” The purpose of the League is 
to keep the politicians from pulling pro- 
tected wool over tho eyes of the Ver- 
mont farmer. Tho Newton Club sends 
greeting to tho Oreon Mountain Hoys. 


The First Tariff. 

Turn to tho map of Spain and look 
carefully at its southern coast separated 
from Africa by tho Strait of Gibraltar. 
Trafalgar and Gibraltar and Cadiz moot 
your oyo, but you have scarcely noticed 
a little town still furl her south,— in fact 
tho southernmost of all Spain. Its name, 
Tarifa; [tah-roef-ah] ; its population, six 
thousand; its industry, fishing. There 
is in tho village an old eastlo, now used 
as a prison, a memorial of the ancient 
Saracenic kingdom of Granada. For 
five hundred years and more the Moham- 
medan conquerors of the Visigoths hold 
the bay and tho castle here. From this 
fortress they watched east and west for 
ships about to enter or to leave the great 
inland ocean. When a sail was spied all 
was bustle in the little harbor, and soon 
the Moorish fleet sallied forth to meet 
tho stranger. A short chase, for no 
ships were so swift as those of the in- 
fidel. The demand of the captors to 
know the cargo was promptly complied 
with; and from a list he carried with him 
tho Moorish captain quickly reckoned the 
toll to be paid him, — for each measure of* 
corn, so much; for each ell of silk, so 
much; for swords and armor, so much. 
The toll was paid, the pirates sailod 
merrily back to Tarifa, and the merchant 
and vessel proceeded on its way un- 
harmed. IIow long Europe endured this, 
history tells not; but long enough to 
fasten the name of the town upon the 
strange toll its people exacted. Thus 
have we borrowed tho word, Tariff, from 
Tarifa and the Dark Ages. There are 
some of us who think the thing, Tariff, 
especially our present Tariff, savors 
savors somewhat of the Dark Ages also. 

Tariff for the Nursery. 

What with tho Fisheries Treaty, the 
Tariff Bills, and Union with Canada, we 
have heard and are likely to hear, a deal 
about our fisherman. Meanwhile for our 
fish, if salted, smoked, dried or pickled, 
we must pay a tax of 20 per cent.; and il 
the next Congress shall pass the Senate 
Bill we must pay tribute on fresh fish 
also. The way in which it camo about 
that a duty was laid upon fresh fish illus- 
trates very well tho general policy of the 
Protectionists to level up, — not to level 
down. 

According to our present Tariff, “Fish, 
fresh for immediate consumption,” are 
imported free; while preserved fish pay a 
duty of 20 per cent ad valorem. The 
Mills Bill made no changes in these pro- 
visions, but wheu Mr. Allison reported 
his bill to the Senate the section about 
fresh lisli read as follows;— “Fish, fresh, 
[shall bo i'reo| except when frozen or 
packed in ice, or otherwise prepared by 
any process, for preservation.” One of 
the Kansas senators, a Republican and a 
protectionist, objected to everything 
after the word free, on tho ground that 
the section allowed the people near the 
sea coast, especially the people of New 
England, to get fresh fish free while the 
Kansas farmers must fast during Lent or 
pay the duty, it was certainly clear that 
fresh fish not packed in ice would never 
reach Kansas. He thought the people ot 
New England had no more right to uu- 
taxed fish than the people of Kansas, 
lie moved therefore to make the section 
read, “Fresh fish, free.” In reply to his 
objection it was stated that some evil 
spirit had taught men how to freeze fish 
and keep them frozen and good for 
months. 

As a result of this diabolic information, 
the people in the interior of the country 
could get fresh fish. The demand was 
increasing and wicked Canadians were 
selling our people millions of dollais 
worth of fresh lisli. Fishermen from Now 
Englard had represented to the commit- 
tee that Canada was selling lisli in their 
markets; and the committee had put in 
the provision about frozen fish in answer 
to their appeal. But Mr. Plumb of Kan- 
sas still insisted upon equality and liis 
amendment. Thereupon, Mr. Hale of 
Maine, Mr Edmunds of Vermont, Mr. 
Spooner of Wisconsin, Mr. Evarts of Ni\v 
York, Mr. Hoar of Massachusetts and 
Mr. Stockbridge of Michigan came to the 
rescue by urging that equality would best 
be effected, not by letting Kansas have 
fresh lisli free as well as Now England, 
but by making New England pay the tax 
as well as Kansas. It fresh fish were 
free, the nursery of American seamen 
would bo ruined. During twelve years 
of free lisli, from 1872 to 1884, the Cana- 
dian fisheries had prospered and grown 
most wonderfully, while the industry 
had fallen behind in the United States. 
Wo had not oven yet recovered entirely 
from the disastrous otlccls of those 
years. Our fishermen were at a tremen- 
dous disadvantage and should be pro- 
tected. Why, the very tw ine for making 
nets was taxed 40 percent, while the 
Canadian got his twine free of duty. 
Canada paid bounties to fishermen, too; 
and, moreover, had enacted laws shut- 
ting our lisli out of their markets. How 
could we allow our people to buy Cana- 
dian fish no matter how cheap they 
might bu? It was matter of great sur- 
prise that the committee had thought ot 
allowing any fresh fish to come in fioo. 
Thu committee urgud in defense of its 
action that the fishermen had not asked 
that all fresh fish should bo taxed. The 
committee would gladly have put on the 
tux if anybody had asked it. (That’s 
what the committee was for.) The com- 
mittee would support Mr. Hale’s amend- 
ment, taxing all fresh fish. Some of iho 
tariff reform senators thought that the 
nursery of American seamen was bring- 
up a good many Canadian sailors; but 
Mr. Blair replied that Canadian sailors 
would all be United States sailors when 
manifest destiny had its way. Ami then 
the senate voted to strike fresh lisli from 
the free list altogether, and in another 
part of the bill to tuck in section no. 2t!7L 
“Fresh lisli, one-half of one cent per 
pound.” And wo aiu assured that this 
w ill keep Canadian fish out of the market 
and yet w ill uot increase the cost of lisli 
to the consumer; in fact, will, by and 
by, decrease the cost of fish. 

That was January 11, and on March 1, 


I Mr. Benjamin Butterwnrth, one of the 
! most stalwart of protectionists, said in 
tho House of Representatives, in regard 
to union with Canada: “Those who are 
frightened at tho competition which 
would result from bringing into our mar- 
ket. the product of Canadian fields, 
forests, factories and minos l.avo studied 

only half the problem I 

have never doubted that such union 
would fako placo and l have less 
doubt that such un on would be 
of advantage to the citizens of both 
countries.” It is no secret that Mr. 
Blair is by no means tho only Republican 
senator who sympathizes licai tily with 
Mr. Butterwortli’s views. 

NVe commend to the senators who 
voted to tax tho food of the poor the 
following questions: 

1. It the Gloucester fisherman could 
build and lit his vessel as cheaply as his 
Canadian rival, would free fish injure his 
industry i* 

2. Is not the high price of lumber, 
cordage, metal worn, etc., in great de- 
gree the cause of the greater compara- 
tive cost of the outfit of the New England 
fisherman? 

Jl. What is the difference between the 
wages of Canadian fishermen on Cana- 
dian vessels, and Canadian fishermen on 
United States vessels? 

4. If Canada had united with the 
thirtoon colonies in 1770. would there 
over have been any fishing industry in 
Now England? 

5. Would political union with Canada 
transfer the “Nursery” from Massachu- 
setts to Nova Scotia? 

(1. Suppose Canada by means of a 
high tariff and liberal bounties made it 
possible for her fisherman to supply us 
with fresh fish absolutely free of cost, 
should wo refuse the gift, or should we 
accept it thankfully and put our 50,000 
fishermen at so no other work? 

7. Why not let in all fish free? 


WEST NEWTON. 


—A meeting in the interests of the 
amendment was held in the City hall, 
Sunday afternoon, under the auspices of 
Loyalty lodge. I. O. G. T. The address 
was delivered by Mr. .1. R. Kane of Spencer

It therefore grieved him 
to see such names as Burke and O’Connell, 
names that had been illustrious in Ireland’s 
history, lettered upon the signs of grog 
shops in this country. The proposed 
amendment was an important step towards 
a great moral reform and Irish-Amerieans 
and native born citizens should unite in a 
common effort to crush out the saloon for 
the best interests of the home, the state 
and the nation.

HIGH WATER SERVICE. 


The order in regard to High Water 
Service has become somowhat tangled up 
between the two branches of the city 
council. It has passed the lower board, 
and is still hanging fire in the upper 
branch, the aldermen thinking that the 
sum asked for is too largo. By the testi- 
mony of the city engineer before that 
board it appears that his estimate of the 
cost of introducing high water service, 
including the land, stand pipe, pressure 
regulators, etc., was $65,000. The water 
board ask for $25,000 more, or $90,000, 
and the aldermon think that is too large 
a sum for incidental and extra expenses, 
and demand an account of the way in 
which the money is to bo expended. 

None of the aldermon are opposed to 
high service, as they concede its necessi- 
ty, but they do not want to appropriate 
$25,000 more than is necessary. They 
would like also to know for what the 
money is to be expended, and the amount 
which the different portions of the work 
will require. We do not suppose that 
any of the aldermen seriously entertain 
the idea that the work could bo done 
more economically by the city council 
than by the water board, as the latter 
board is the one to have charge of it, 
after the money is appropriated. The 
water board are familiar with all the de- 
tails of the work to be done, they have 
made a special study of the subject, and 
in the end the city council would merely 
have to follow their directions and re- 
commendations. Five men are a more 
effective body to handle then twenty-one, 
and the smaller body could work more 
economically and efficiently than the 
larger one, especially as in this case the 
smaller body are to a certain extent ex 
perts, and are familiar with the woik to 
be done. This is the position taken by 
the common council, and it is undoubted- 
ly the correct one. 

The water board can no doubt easily ex- 
plain to the board of aldermen what the 
extra expense of $25,000 is for, and if it 
'is at all reasonable, the aldermen are 
perfectly willing to he convinced, and 
would pass the required order without 
delay. 

It is to he hoped that some settlement 
of the difficulty will he made at once, so 
that there may he no delay in pushing for- 
ward the work. Evory year that high 
service is delayed is of great damage to 
the city 

boom, extending from Boston to all the 
suburbs, and Newton should be in a 
position to take advantage of it. The 
most desirable building sites are on the 
high land, and those who would 
build on this land are men who will add 
a large amount to the valuation of the 
city and so keep down the tax rate. It 
will be a grave mistake to allow the put- 
ting in of high water service to fall 
through this year for lack of any reason- 
able efforts to come to an understanding, 
between tho aldermen and the water 
board, and both parties should be willing 
to go more than half way, when a matter 
so vital to the prosperity aud future 
growth of the city is involved. 


to give a bond of $10,000 before begin- 
ning work. The T rail must he used, 
weighing not lesR than 40 pounds, and 
the company must, at any time when re- 
quired by the hoard of aldermen, substi- 
tute for the single trolley system such 
other electric motor as may be approved 
by tbe board. All tho poles on Main, 
Moody, from Derby to Crescent and Cres- 
cent streets shall be of iron, tho company 
being allowed to use wooden ones else- 
where. There are points in these provis- 
ions which will he valuable for our board 
of aldermen to consider. The order was 
adopted at Thursday night’s »ossion. 

The articles of association of tho New- 
ton Electric Street Railway company are 
published in another column. The road 
is to bo operated by the storage battery 
system and tho list of stockholders in- 
cludes the names of prominent citizens of 
Newton, which would he a guarantee of 
the success of any undertaking. They 
have tlie greatest confidence in the sys- 
tem and say that they propose to give it 
a trial here in Newton and show that it 
can be operated successfully. They will 
have no overhead wires, no disfiguring 
posts and certainly if they can show that 
the system is a success, they will have 
gone a great ways towards solving the 
street railway problem.

TIIE NEWTON HIGH SCHOOL. 

I have always felt a deep interest in the 
progress of the Newton High School; for 
if my memory serves me right, when the 
long contest as to where the Nigh School 
should be located came to an end some thir- 
ty years ago, when the yeas and nays were 
called for in town meeting, I was nomi- 
nated as chairman of the building commit- 
tee. hut declined in favor of Mr. Henry 
Fuller. I recall as among the prominent 
men living who took a prominent part in 
that contest, Hon. J. F. C. Hyde, who acted 
as moderator; Joseph N. Bacon, Henry Ful- 
ler, John C. Chaffin, Edward Holman, Dr. 
1>. K. Hitchcock and O. \Y. Turner of New- 
ton, Dustin Laneey and George Bridges 
and Andrew Ward, Jr., of Newtonville, 
J. Willard Rice of Auburndale, the Allen 
Brothers of West Newton and Willard Mor- 
ey of the Upper Falls. What was predict- 
ed of the school then has jtnore than been 
fulfilled. Since the dedicatory exercises held 
on that long-ago-day, it has not been my 
good fortune to have entered the building. 
Last week I received a press complimenta- 
ry ticket to attend

and it Is of this performance I want partic- 
ularly to write about. In my various wan- 
derings and experiences, it 1ms fallen to my 
lot to witness many exhibitions of a similar 
kind, but nothing like this. 

In every sense it was; a remarkable and 
brilliant performance and reflected great 
credit upon the accomplished instructress, 
Miss lreson.nml no less credit upon the skill 
of the officers and the severe application on 
the part of the privates of the battalion 
which led up to such perfection. 

It would take too much space to enter 
into the details of tiie drill and 
in fact to the readers of the Gbaphic it 
wonld be unnecessary as your last issue did 
all this, ami it would be invidious to make 
distinctions where everything was so equal- 
ly deserving. But I can hardly pass my in- 
dividual comments on the officers' drill, the 
dress parade and a single point in the man- 
ual of the class of '91. 

The officers’ drill under command of Miss 
Ireson could not be surpassed. The sever- 
est drill officer at West Point forty years 
ago, when drills meant work in that insti- 
tution, would have been prond of such an 
exhibit. The dress parade was simply per- 
fect and the Major,. Miss Wallace, per- 
formed her part with the dignity and pres- 
ence of an army veteran. The hand exer- 
cise as gone through with by the class of 
’91 was deserving of the rapturous applause 
and the prolonged encore it received. It 
was the very poetry of motion and the cap- 
tains commanding must have felt very 
proud of the performance. 

I understand one of the objective reason ; 
for giving this public exhibition was to 
raise funds towards furnishing and improv- 
ing a proper hall for the development of 
this important part of the education of 
young Indies. 

Now that was a large and appreciative 
audience gathered in Eliot Hall, Tuesday 
evening. Newton is a wealthy city, and its 
wealthy citizens can afford to take the lead 
in all advancement which will tend to in- 
crease intellectual growth and physical cul- 
ture, and calisthenics as exhibited on that 
evening, combines both. 

If it is beyond the province of 
the hoard of school committee or the city 
government to provide suitable accommo- 
dations for the higher development of calis- 
thenics, let it lie done by private subscrip- 
tion, and let it lie done speedily and with 
a good will. Tin* exhibition on Tuesday 
evening deserves this kind of recognition. 
If it were possible to give that same exhi- 
bition in the largest ball In Boston and the 
priceof admission doubled a call for its rep- 
ltition there would he unanimous, it 
should he repeated in Newton. The young 
ladles have already incurred all the neces- 
sary expenses and to them it would be no 
hardship. 

LEWIS HAYDEN. 

Lewis Hayden living would hardly excite 
notice at the present day. But Lewis Hay- 
den becomes, for the time being, historically 
noted, as he took no insignificant part in 
affairs which forty or fifty years ago gave 
to the state of Massachusetts and the city 
of Boston a national notoriety. I refer to 
the era of escaped slaves and the effort to 
enforce the fugitive slave law in Boston. 

With but few exceptions, Lewis Hayden 
was, at the time of his death, the last of 
those who participated in the escape of 
Grafts and Ills wife, Simms, Shndrach and 
Anthony Burns. His personal history is 
simply that lie was born and reared in 
slavery, that he escaped with his wife, 
came to Boston, appealed to and received 
the aid of the leading men of those then 
despised classes, the anti-slavery men and 
the abolitionists; there was a distinction 
between the two. 

I remember Lewis Hayden well as he 
made his first appearance in Boston. My 
f ither at that time was one of the anti- 
slavery men of the liberator school and 
was the principal of tin* once famous Smit » 
SJhool for colored children on Belknap 
street. While holding this position he es- ] 
tablished a literary society for the colored 
people called the ’’Adclphi union,” and in 
connection with this, an evening school for 
the instruction of colored adults. My ser- 
vices were often impressed in conducting 
this school aud Lewis Hayden was one of 
t ic first to enter us pupil. There wen 
other colored men of his age who were 
vastly his superiors in every sense. But 
he early developed a talent for intrigue and 
leadership which made him the leader of 
that brotherhood bunded together for the 
purpose of protecting runaway slaves and 
transporting via underground railroad be- 
yond the jurisdiction of the United states. 
Lewis Hayden was the chief director aud 
general manager of that railroad. Ilis 
services iu this direction gave him promi- 
nence among his colored brethren and with 
the aid of his distinguished white associa.es 
lie was brought rapidly into public notice. 

But with tin* emancipation act and th • 
breaking up of tiie old anti-slavery party 
aud tiie abolition party, Ids occupation 
gradually slipped away from him and lie 
was content with ids position as a sub- 
ordinate iu tiie secretary of stute’s office. 

His deatli, however, lias revived the 
stirring events of that period in which lie 
took such an active part, and for the time 
being, public attention is directed to his 
name and memory. The honors paid to 
him dcud have been such us have Us 
vouchsafed to hut few of the distinguished 
men of the state. His name bus passed 
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into history and in a few days with him it 
will bo forgotten. 

LEGISLATIVE NOTES. 

On Fast day, tin* members of the state 
senate went on a jollification t » North Adams 
through the Hoosne Tunnel. It was In- 
tended that the trio should he strictly pri- 
vate and to that end the press was Ignored. 
But the enterprising correspondent of the 
Saturday Evening Gazette, which had an 
exclusive, obtained sufficient data to give a 
very graphic account of the trip and what 
occurred thereon. 

The Beverly Farms matter has occupied 
the House this week and a decision may 
possibly be reached before the OitAPitic 
goes to press. The Goodeli investigation 
pans out very small and the same may he 
said of the hearing on the matter of private 
schools. In the latter the great attraction 
in the green room was ex-Governor Long.

A special meeting of the board of 
health was hold at City Hall Tuesday 
afternoon, to act on tho matter of con- 
tracting for the disposal of house offal, in- 
stead of having the same under the 
charge of tho highway department as at 
present.

Mr. Wiswall said 
the agent of the board of health had 
about all the business ho could well at- 
tend to and if this matter came uuder 
his jurisdiction it would probably he 
necessary for him to have a clerk, which 
would certainly not lesson the expense 
in this direction. 

In reply to Mr. Wiswall, Agent French 
said if lie was allowed a te mi for use in 
doing the work of Ids otiico he could 
probably get along without additional 
help, as he would then he aide to attend 
his numerous calls to different parts of 
the city, without the delay of waiting 
for Inins, etc. Mr. Fuller thought it 
looked as if we should have to start a 
new department, as tho teams used be- 
long to the highway department. Finally 
on motion of Mr. Puttee the matter was 
laid on the table. 

Two applications for keeping swine 
were granted. 

Two complaints, one at the Franklin 
school and the other at Newton Centre 
were listened to, and on motion of Mr. 
Fuller next Tuesday afternoon was 
chosen for Held day, unless stormy, when 
the regular session of tho hoard will ho 
held.

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p RAILWAY POSTPONED FOR TIIRFK 


The hoard of Aldermen met Monday 
night, with all the members present. 
Mayor Burr presided ami the reading of 
the minutes was dispensed with. 

The Mayor’s appointment of Charles 
F. Richardson as keeper of the Lock-up 
was confirmed. The appointment of elec- 
tion Tellers made at the last meeting for 
the election next Monday was confirmed, 
and the clerk was authorized to issue no- 
tices of the appointment, 

Mr. N. T. Allen petitioned that the 
water tax of $29.69 for the Portnoy Home 
at Newton be abated, and Alderman Ken- 
nedy introduced an ordor to that effect, 
and that the tax be paid out of the mis- 
cellaneous appropriation. 

The resignation of R. B. Conroy, who 
has been appointed policeman, as deputy 
clerk of Ward Three was accepted. 

President rettee was then called to 
the chair, and a hearing was announced 
on the laying out and acceptance of Bal- 
lard street. No one appeared aud tho 
hearing was declared closed. 

The hearing for the remonstrants 
against granting a license to J. F. Ilorri- 
gan, to build a carriage shed near his 
house on Washington street, Ward lwo, 
was announced, and Messrs. Lawrenc e 
aud Jordan appeared. They said that 
the shed was to be used as a paint 
shop, aud would bo dangerous to proper- 
ty, there being so many wooden build- 
ings in the vicinity. Tho locality was a 
pleasant and respectable one and they 
wanted it kept so. They would not ob- 
ject so much if tho shed was to bo built 
of brick. . 

Mr. Uoriigan said he wished to build 
a carriage shed, although ho ni ght use 
it in a year or two as a paint shop. lie 
had had a shop for 27 years in a nest ol 
wooden buildings in Newtonville square, 
and there had never been a lire there, 
and ho thought tne lire risk was insignifi- 
cant. The shed was 200 feet from Mr. 
Lawrence’s house and 500 feet from Mrs. 
Jordan’s. 

Mr. Lawrence said he did not see why, if 
Mr.Ilorrigan wanted to build a paint shop 
he did not come out like a inau and say 
so. Such little huts would be no credit 
to the street. Mr. Uorrigan denied 
that it would be a hut; it would 
cost $400, and Chief Bixby said there 
would bo no danger at all. 

Mr. Jordan said he had been in the 
paiut business 59 years and he never con- 
sidered it safe; there was always danger 
from fire. 

After further discussion the hearing 
was closed. 

TIIE ELECTRIC STREET RAILWAY. 

Mr. E. II. Ilewins sent in a communi- 
cation, withdrawing his application for a 
hearing in favor of the association re- 
cently formed and known as the Newton 
Electric Street Railway Co.

THE TELEPHONE PETITIONS. 

The petition of the telephone com- 
pany, signed by numerous subscribers, 
and remonstrating against the single trol- 
ley system, then came up a hearing be- 
ing appointed for that time. None of 
the signers were present, but Mr. S. L. 
Powers said that he appeared for the tel- 
ephone company and for the signers to 
the petition. Ho had learned from Pres- 
ident Parker of the Newton Street Rail- 
way company that their counsel. Mr. 
Hyde, was unable to be present, and his 
company would consent to a postpone- 
ment. 

Mr. Parker asked that the hearing be 
postponed to Wednesday evening, as it 
would doubtless be a long one, and both 
sides would have experts present. 

Alderman Childs said he was decid- 
edly unwilling to give up another evening 
this week to the matter, and he thought 
the citizens and the board of aldermen 
were fully convinced as to which was the 
best system. He moved, therefore, that 
the hearing be postponed to the tirst 
Monday in May, tho Oth. Tho motion 
was carried, after which the directors of 
new the Newton Electric Street Railway, 
w ho were out in a body. left the meeting.

CHARLES WARD POST CAMP FIRE. 

Addresses by Past Department Com- 
manders Toldn and Evans. 

OTHER SPEECHES AND INTERESTING EX— 


A camp fire, under the auspices of 
Charles Ward post 02, was held in the 
City Hall Monday evening and com- 
memorated the raising of the Hag over 
Fort Sumter by Gen. Anderson. Shortly 
after 8 o’clock the members of the post 
and the speakers took seats upon the 
platform, and the exercises were initiated 
by Commandei S. S. Whitney of Charles 
Ward post, who welcomed those present, 
and briefly alluded to that event in the 
history of the civil war when Gen. An- 
derson, then major by brevet, raised the 
stars and stripes triumphantly over the 
battlements of Fort Sumter, April 14, 
1805. The address delivered on that 
occasion was then read by Mr. William 
E. Sheldon. At the completion of tho 
reailing of tho address, the Newton City 
Band rendered “The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner,” and the audience united in singing 
“Marching Through Georgia,” after 
which an address was given by lion. 
William B. Fowle, past commander of 
Charles Ward post. 

The past, said the speaker, has borne 
fruit and I am glad that I was one of the 
few who started this post. I am grateful 
that it has accomplished so much good 
in this city. I am glad that it has, ap- 
parently, withiu the past few years re- 
newed its youth, for although aged 
hearts beat ’neatli the breasts of our 
comrades, they are as young to-day in 
spirit as when they did their full duty 
for the preservation of the union. (Ap- 
plause.) 

After Past Commander Fowle’s remarks 
Comrade Charles Redding, well known 
in Newton where lie resided during his 
youthful days and early manhood, a 
colored veteran who was on board the 
Kearsage in its famous naval contest 
with the Alabama, gave one of his in- 
imitable character songs, appearing in 
plantation costume. He was received in 
a flattering manner, being the recipient 
of a generous measure of applause. 

Commander Whitney in a few weil- 
ckosen words then introduced Past 
Department Commander Richard Tobin 
who delivered an eloquent address. He 
said that he was glad to be preseut and 
that lie came in obedience to a courteous 
invitation from the commander of 
Charles Ward post and especially at the 
earnest solicitation of afiiend of mine, 
a prominent citizen of your city and one 
whom I believe would go further and do 
more for the veteran soldier than any 
man I know of— I refer to Mr. William 
E. Plummer. (Applause.) The words 
of your fellow citizen, Mr. Sheldon, have 
carried me back to the memorable day 
when the first shell was tired upon Fort 
Sumter. It struck at the American 
union and the North and South recoiled 
from one another. It was the advent of 
a civil struggle unpaialleled in the 
world’s history. Then followed the call 
for volunteers by the sainted Lincoln 
and the flower of American manhood 
went forth determined that not one star 
or stripe should bo erased from the flag 
of liberty and union, but that it should 
forever wave as the flag of the free. 
(Applause.) The scenes aud incidents 
in the soldier’s life are familiar to you. 
1 can only say that to-day the North and 
South are united and may that union he 
preserved forever, that the honor of the 
nation may he perpetuated, that its peo- 
ple may be mutually prospered and ever 
loyal to the interest of a common coun- 
try. Tho speaker then gave an incident 
which occurred in Washington at the 
close of tho war. A confedei ate soldier 
came along on crutches and solicited a 
loan to pay his faro to his Southern home. 
One of our number asked him where he 
lost his leg? “At Cold Harbor” lie re- 
plied. “in the Confederate service.” 
"We fought ou the other side” said our 
companion, and the Confederate tottered 
away but was called back and received 
the amount needed. He asked the name 
of the generous donor who in reply said 
“Never mind my name, but should you 
meet a Union soldier in your Southern 


rial hall and that the name of evory New- 
ton soldier and sailor will be inscribed 
upon marble tablets which shall be ! 
placed in appropriate places In the me- 
morial building. There too, tho relics 
can be kept, and the records and services 
of the veterans who fought for $|»e Union 
can he there preserved. The speaker re- 
ferred to the terrible privations and he- 
roic conduct of tho soldiers during the 
war. and said that no soldier or his fami- 
ly should ever suffer from hunger or 
want, or over ho buried in a paupor’s 
grave. In conclusion, he said, 1 appeal 
to the citizens of Newton to sustain 
Charles Ward Dost, to build tho Memo- 
rial hall or to give anything it may ask 
for, in order to give relief to those who 
sacrificed their all on tho altar of their 
country. 

Commander Whitney said that 825,000 
soldiers were buried in tho national cem 
etery, and of that number one-lialf were 
unknown. More than 100 soldiers and 
sailors are buried in tho cemeteries in 
Newton, about 78 of whom were interred 
in the Newton cemetery. Tho brother 
of Charles Ward, since eoming into the 
hall, lias presented the post with the 
canteen which the deceased carried when 
he was shot, [Applause.] 

Rev. T. J. Holmes of Newton Centro 
was the next speaker, and spoke of his 
lather rough experience while chaplain 
in the First Connecticut Cavalry in ac- 
complishing anything in his particular 
line. He started services one Sunday 
morning wlion lie heard a boy crying out: 
“Here’s your New York Heralds and 
Baltimore Americans.” The commander 
bought a paper and the rest all followed 
suit, breaking up the services for that 
day. The speaker alluded to Gen. Cus- 
ter and his comical attire which included 
a pair of green pants whjch he had cap- 
tured from Gen. Rossie, just after that 
famous engagement, at the same time 
wi lining a victory that was a miracle in 
history. Ho said that he hoped tho post 
would soon possess a memorial hall, and 
lie was sure that the ministers would 
give the project a lift. Ho thought Me- 
morial Sunday would be a good time to 
lend a baud. [Applause.] 

Rev. II. J. Patrick was called upon 
and said that he was willing to do any- 
thing to help the soldiers, aud that lie 
realized what lie owed to them .as the 
preservers of the nation. He spoke of 
hospital scenes in Virginia and of the 
good cheer caused by the Scrip- 
tural quotations which were inscribed 
upon the squares of bed quilts sent by 
the Ladies’ Soldiers’ Aid societies. At 
the conclusion of Rev. Mr. Patrick’s re 
marks, xylophone solos were finely ren- 
dered by Mr. Fred II. Hobart, and Mr. W. 
E. Sheldon read Mrs. John Sherwood’s 
poem, which depicts tho events from 
the period of enlistment of volunteer 
troops to the close of the war. Comrade 
Redding sung “The Coon That Carried a 
Razor,” and received two encores, res- 
ponding first with a tamborlne solo, and 
second with the song, “Dreaming of 
Sweet Alice,” with Guitar accompani- 
ment. 

Representative G. D. Gilman was then 
called upon. He said that no men in the 
house of representatives commanded 
more respect than those who wore the 
button which indicated membership in* 
the Grand Army. In the house you have 
many noble exponents of tho Grand 
Army of tLe Republic, and so far as that 
body is concerned, I think 1 may assure 
you that the soldiers’ interests will never 
suffer. Tho sum of $80,000 was recently 
donated to tho Soldiers’ Home in Chel- 
sea almost without a dissenting vote. By 
a unanimous vote of the house, none dif- 
fering, an aet was introduced which pro 
vides that no veteran, be his condition 
what it may, shall be denied the free- 
man’s right of casting a freeman’s ballot. 
There is also a petition before the Legis- 
lature asking that all Grand Army prop- 
erty shall be exempted from taxation aud 
I bave no d( ubt that such a bill will pass. 
Your interests are guarded aud he would 
be a man to be pitied who would detract 
from the glory you have won, the honor 
which is your due, and the respect you 
have justly merited. (Applause.) 

Alderman Childs was tho next speak- 
er. Charles Ward Post, he saitl, was too 
modest in the demands it made of the 
city council and the citizens. As a mem- 
ber of the city council I have advocated 
the purchase of a soldiers’ lot and I cau 
assure you of my interest in your organi- 
zation. I never see a Grand Army Post 
pass by without finding it hard work to 
keen back the tears. Allusion has been 
made to the unknown dead but they will 
be known in the hereafter, for God has 
said “Inasmuch as did it unto the least of 
these, ye have done it unto me.” Did 
you not save a nation and an enslaved 
race? Then wilt thou receive the re- 
ceive the reward thy Father has pre- 
pared for you. | Applause.] 

Tho exercises closed with a rendition 
by the band and the hearty cheers of the 
comrades. The ball >vas decorated with 
flags and bunting and presented a very 
attractive appearance. Thu attendance, 
however, was not so large as had been an- 
ticipated. Among prominent citizens 
present were noticed Hon. Levi C. Wade, 
ex-Alderman John Ward, Hon. W. B.

PRIVATE AND PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

The hearings on the private school matter 
in the Green Room have assumed a latitude 
that was never contemplated when the hill 
was referred to the committee. 

A plain statement of facts from parties 
on both shies, competent to give such facts, 
was all that It was necessary for the com- 
mittee to hear In order to arrive at a fair 
and uprejudioed opinion and this could 
have boon accomplished In a quiet way in 
two or three committee sessions. 

Intscnd of that the hearings linvo been 
given the widest notoriety, and the greatest 
latitude has been granted to those who at- 
tend. In one sense the hearings have been 
disgraceful. Parties have taken advantage 
of this undue license to Indulge In person- 
alities and to give free scope to their pecu- 
liar ideas till the real object of the bill was 
lost sight of. 

The main issue has been buried in order 
to give certain parties an opportunity to 
ventilate their radical ideas which the com 
mittee have permitted to be alternately 
hissed or applauded. The Interest of edu- 
cation and of the children of the Common- 
wealth are being sacrificed to this bitter 
partisan and sectarian warfure. It Is not 
the policy of the Commonwealth to alienate 
any race or class, for by so doing the inter- 
ests of the public schools are jeopardized. 
It is time that the strong common sense of 
the people should put down this radical- 
ism or relegate it to the pulpit, the press 
and the lyceutn. It does not belong to gov- 
ernment. party or politics. 

THE HEREDITARY WEALTH OF BOSTON 

nmde its annual appearance at the State 
House last week. Of 'course it was to 
oppose some improvements real or imagi- 
nary. This time it was the elevated* rail- 
road. 

Tills hereditary wealth of Boston has 
been the bete noir of Boston for years. I can 
remember when it opposed steam railroads, 
opposed the introduction of gas and the 
introduction of water. It opposed horse 
railroads with a bitter and determined op- 
position. Two years ago, it opposed the 
West End consolidation. 

The representatives of this hereditary 
wealth last week were Charles U. Cotting 
of the Fifty associates and Col. Henry Lee 
of Lee, Iligginson & Co., Sam Johnson of 
C. F. Hovey & Co. and Charles J. Merrill 
of the Provident Institution For Savings 
came in ns side lights. 

Now it is a singular fact that the bulk of 
the property represented by Cotting and 
Col. Lee is located in districts of old Bos- 
ton through which the location of an 
elevated railroad was never dreamed of 
and which would he unavailable for its 
purpose. 

The Boston of sixty years ngo is no more 
the Boston of to-day than the population is 
the sane, We are a new city, a new race, a 
new people, with new forms, new instincts 
and new ambitions. The wealth which 
distinguishes Boston to-day is measurably 
the product of brains anil business talent 
represented by active men who see in every 
udded improvement of whatever nature an 
added wealth and importance to Boston. 

1 am not arguing in favor of elevated 
roads, though as sure as the seasons follow 
each other in their course. Boston will have 
elevated railroads whether time proves 
them a failure or a success. But I do argue 
that the men who constitute the business 
activity of Boston and its current wealth 
are the ones whose wishes should be de- 
ferred to rather than those who hold the 
wealth and represent the wealth which has 
accumulated lor selfish ends through gen- 
erations. From present appearances, I am 
warranted in the belief that the present 
legislature will take the responsibility of 
initiating elevated railroads in Boston. 
The street railway committee visit New 
York and Brooklyn this week and after 
their return, will report. 

OUR FEDERAL OPFICEKS. 

It is pretty well understood now, that the 
chief Federal Officers of this State will not 
be removed from offiee but allowed to fill 
out their constitutional terms. This argues 
well for the present administration in 
Washington. 

In referring to the possible successor of 
Collector Saltonstall one of the keenest and 
best posted of the Washington correspon- 
dents writes, “There is an evident unwil- 
lingness on the part ot President to nomi- 
nate A. W. Beard for any prominent Fed- 
eral office. In the President’s opinion 
Beard Ims fed long enough at the public 
trough.” 

That the President should use the word 
“trough” instead of crib does not necessa- 
rily imply that he thinks Beard is a hog. 
The illustration was more familiar to him 
from the fnct that in the early history of 
Ohio and Indiana hogs outnumbered all 
other domestic animals three to one. 

Some ardent friend of Beard fancied that 
in a recent speech before the Merchants’ 
Club, made by Senator Hoar, in which ho 
indicated that the President could find no 
better set of men from whom to select a 
a collector, than the members of the Mer- 
chants’ Club, aud significantly glancing at 
Beard, meant that Hoar and the President 
had already decided upon Beard. 

But those who best know the value of 
these meaningless compliments aud insinu- 
ations of our junior United States Senator 
would rather decide that it meant Beard 
was doomed. At least so thinks

Is a Tariff a Tax? 

In tho Newton Journal of April 12 “A 
Republican” asks several very fair ques- 
tions which wo shall try to answer from 
time to timo ns spaco will permit. We 
shall feel that the Club is doing good 
work in dispelling tho doubts or replying 
to the inquiries of .any who "read and 
re-road’’ our "productions.” 

Wo think that a duty on imported 
goods is a tax becauso free-traders and 
protectionists have both said so again 
. and again. Adam Smith ropeatcdly calls 
duties, taxes , and 1 do not know a single 
economist who does not use the same 
manner of expression. The "paltry tax 
on tea,” was a duty or tariff, and "Taxa- 
tion without Representation” would not 
have meant much if tho colonists in 17(17 
had understood tli.it the Chinese mer- 
chants paid the duty and that England 
was only trying to encourage tea-culture 
in the colonies. Was tho Revolution an 
economic blunder? Must wo quote page 
and lino to prove that Hamilton, and 
Madison, and Clay, and Webster, and all 
the great thinkers from 1789 to 1879 con- 
tinually referred to the Tariff as a Tax? 
In 1808 Mr. James G. Blaine said. "Dur- 
ing the entire war, when we were seeking 
everything on tho earth out of which 
taxation could bo wrung, it never en- 
tered into the conception <>f Congresss to 
tax breadstuffs — never. Neither bread- 
tuffs nor lumber ever became the sub- 
ject of ono penny of taxation.” Mr. 
Blaine was speaking of tho tariff on lum- 
ber and breadstuffs. But it seems that 
in 1888— twenty years later— a tariff on 
lumber and breadstuffs is no longer a 
tax. The world does movo. 

Perhaps we arc behind the times, but we 
certainly feel justified in speaking of 
customs and duties as one form of taxa- 
tion. Who pays the tax, and whether 
the system is a beneficial one, are addi- 
tional inquiries which we shall try to an- 
swer next week. But wo believe, with 
Professor Perry of Williams College, in 
calling tilings by their right names, and

Woolens and Worsteds. 


11V A DEABBL IN WOOLENS. 

The now administration comes forward 
promptly in its beneficial work for the 
common people. Early in its second 
month it adds ten per cent to the cost of 
their clothing and diverts tho ten per 
cent into the pockots of manufacturers 
already millionaires. As this is strictly 
in accordance with Republican high tar- 
iff theories wo can at least admire their 
courage and consistency. Their courage 
would he more real if there were much 
chance that the men whom they plunder 
would ever know how or when the tiling 
was done. For the benefit of these lot 
us explain. 

In the present Tariff law, which went 
into operation in 1883, a high duty is lev- 
ied upon woolens and a much lower duty 
on the cheaper grades of worsteds. On 
tho higher grades of worsteds the duty is 
tho same as upon woolens, but it is with 
the cheaper grades only that we are con- 
cerned now. The difference between 
woolen goods and worsted goods is of 
too technical a nature to bo explained 
here, and each year makes tho real dis- 
tinction less apparent to the inexpert. 
In 1SS3 it was not supposed by our lax 
burdouers that worsted goods, costing 
less tlnm 80 cents per pound, could be 
practically used to any extent for men’s 
clothing. But the world moves. In 
theso six years new methods of treating 
worsted yarns, new processes of weaving, 
have been invented, and tho markets <>t 
the world for ravV material have ruled 
low, so that in 1889 there can bo brought 
from England worsted goods costing less 
than 80 cents per pound, admirably 
adapted for clothing such as the bulk of 
the people commonly wear. Here was a 
positive gain to the common people. 
Now they could stretch their narrow in- 
comes to cover a wider held of comfort 
and pleasure. But alas! it would never 
do. The millionaire manufacturer had 
not been consulted, and it were idlo to 
suppose tiiat lie would sit tamely by and 
allow progress in tho arts and sciences 
to inure to the benefit of others if he 
could help it. Besides, did he not pom- 
bags of gold into the late election and 
thus make President Harrison and Sec- 
retary NVindoin possible? Must he not 
now have his pound of flesh? Some 
there are who declare that Secretary of 
the Treasury Windoin was before the 
election the “sine qua non" — without 
which campaign eoutiibutious would not 
be forthcoming. At all events, as soon 
as Mr. Windoin was fairly seated in his 
cabinet chair he was interviewed by this 
powerful junto of manufacturers. With- 
in a fortnight, custom house appraisers 
have begun ruling that there is no differ- 
ence between worsteds and woolens, and 
that the cheap worsteds already paying 
a tax of 40 per cent before they can cross 
our wharves must be marked up to ex- 
actly tlio same rate as the fancy grades 
of woolens. 

This is in defiance of the plain letter 
of the law, of the rulings of previous 
Secretaries of tho Treasury, and of many 
Congressional committees. Thu in- 
creased duties will ho paid under pro- 
test. Years hence the importers may 
get them back by decision of the supreme 
court, but tho wearers of tho clothes will 
never see a eont of tho rebate. For four 
years at least prices of both foreign and 
domestic goods must be marked up, and 
when the buyer of elothiug hereafter 
takes his ehoiee between higher priced 
or lower grade garments than lie lias 
been wearing, we hope lie will romomhor 
that the high tariff is under tho protec- 
tion of the tiruud Old Burly of Moral 
Ideas. Z. Z.

TALK ABOUT PROHIBITION. 

AN INTERESTING OATIIKBINO AT CAM- 
II It ID/OK. 

A distinguished company of ladies and 
gontlnmen assembled at the residence of 
Mr. and Mrs. .!. O. Thorp, K18 Brattle 
street, Old Cambridge, Sunday afternoon, 
who wero invited tlioro for a conference 
upon tho constitutional prohibitory 
amendment. About KX) were present, 
including Judges Pitman and Bishop, 
Colonel T. W. IHgginson, tho Rev. Fran- 
cis O. Peabody, tho Rev. I). N. Beach, 
tho Rov. C. W. Biddle, the Rev. G. H. 
Clienoy, tho Rev. Samuel Longfellow, the 
Rev. C. R. Moore, Richard H. Dana, 
President K. II. Capon of Tufts College, 

J. J. Myers, Professor James B. Thayer, 

K. A. Whitman. Henry Faxon, Robert 
Treat Paine, tho Rev. IIu(fh Montgomery, 
W. F. Spaulding, W. B. Howland, John 
It. Billings, Mrs. Olo Bull, Miss Martha 
Hadley, Miss Gunnison and others. 
Colonel Thomas Wentworth Higginson 
presided. The speakers wero as follows: 
In favor of tho amendment, Judges 
Pitman and Bishop, the Rov. D. N. Bunch 
tho Rev. Hugh Montgomery and Presi- 
dent E. II. Capon; against, Professor 
James B. Thayer, Richard II. Dana, E. A. 
Whitman and tho Rev. Francis G. Pea- 
body. Colonol Higginson said ono ob- 
ject of tho gathering was for tho purpose 
of keeping up tho ties of associated 
action and friendship begun in tho no- 
licenso campaign, so that if tho amend- 
ment is carried all may work together 
in its enforcement, or, if it fails to be 
carried, that all might go together in 
otherwise carrying on a work which 
there is a certain unanimity about. 

Judge Pitman was the first spoakcr. 
Ho said that every person who had be- 
come distinguished in the temperance 
cause had come out strongly in favor of 
prohibition. One of the strong reasons 
for supporting the amendment is that if 
we don’t wo are acting directly in concert 
with the enemies of the church and 
.State— the liquor dealers. Prohibition 
does away with the open saloon if it 
does not prohibit. Let the open saloon 
bo banished firstand absolute prohibition 
can be attended to afterward. The Rev. 
Hugh Montgomery said the principal 
objection which people present to him 
against the amendment is that the law 
cannot he enforced. He thought it low- 
ering tho American government for a 
minority of rumsellers to say "You can’t 
do it.” 

Professor J. B Thayer believed there 
was only one mind in regard to the de- 
sire to check tile liquor traffic. He 
believed the question not one that 
should he inserted in the constitution, 
hut a subject for practical legislation. 
President Capon said if it was right to 
vote no license in Cambridge it must be 
right to vote yes on the amendment. It 
is not a question as to whether we shall 
succeed or not, it is whether we are 
right. E. A. Whitman, secretary of the 
Cambridge Law Enforcement Associa- 
tion, said that the conditions in Massa- 
chusetts wcio different from those in 
other states where prohibition prevailed. 
Our state is made up of an aggregation 
of cities, while Maine, Iowa. Kansas, and 
the other prohibition states are rural 
districts, neither of them having one city 
as large as Cambridge. In the thickly 
populated mill cities of this state it 
would he extremely difficult to enforce 
the prohibitory law. 


MUSICAL MATTERS. 


THE GERMAN OI'EHA SEASON. 


The two weeks’ season of opera in 
German by tho Metropolitan Opera 
House Company, at the Boston Theatre, 
closed last Saturday with a truly magni- 
ficent performance of "Die Meistersing- 
er.” 

And Boston has proved that German 
opera will he supported substantially, 
financially, at least. For the first week 
and for the performances of “Dio Meis- 
tersinger,” nearly every seat in the 
house was sold, the audiences at the 
second performances of tho T. ilogy 
being rather smaller. 

But now that Boston’s patronage may 
he looked upon as a certainty, it may not 
bo in vain to hope for tour weeks next 
year, instead of two. During this period 
many of tho older and always popular 
operas might be give**, such as Lohengrin 
and The Flying Dutchman, and also 
some of the more modern works, as 
Goldmark’s liueon of Sheba and Merlin. 

Of the company we can speak little hut 
praise. The artistic honors were un- 
doubtedly with Lehmann, whoso magni- 
ficent Bruuuhihle and beautiful Sieglinde 
have justly won for her the name of the 
greatest of all vocal artists. Ami with her 
name must stand also the names of Al- 
vary, Fischer and Kalisch. Alvary’s 
honors were achieved in his Siegfried, 
while his Walthor was not less artistic. 

Fischer as Hagen was somewhat dis 
appointing, as Wo tail he acted and sang 
the part perfectly, and as Sachs was 
magnificent. And Kalisch is by no 
means the least of all. His Siegmund 
wiis one of the greatest interpretations 
ever hoard, while his acting in "Die 
Gotterdieminerung” was superb. 

Of tho others, with hut one exception, 
one can speak only in favorable terms. 
Especially of Kasehoskn, whose Eva was 
all that eould be desired, .huger is the 
only inomhet of whom we cannot speak 
in the highest terms. His Tauuliieuser 
was a study, evidently more of a one to 
him Until that of the diatonic scale. But 
happily, Alvary was substituted in tho 
second week. 

But upon Anton Seidl, the musical 
director of this company, must wo 
shower the praises for the success of the 
season. Backed by a splendid band, 
although not as large as should be had 
for such work, his reading of the scores, 
night after night, was always porfeci. 
With such a man at tho conductor’s desk, 
no failure can possibly he made. 

Of the six operas given, but two had 
previously boon hoard in Boston — Tann- 
{uouser and Die Walk m o. 

The following is the program for to- 
morrow evening’s Symphony concert, 
the last hut one of the season: 

Overture, Buy Bias, Mendelssohn ;

Thu 
society will have the assistance, as solo- 
ist, of Mrs. Georg lluuschel, soprano; 
Miss Flora E. Fiulaysou, contralto; Mr. 
George J. Parker, tenor; Mr. Georg 
Hcuschcl, basso; Mr. Arthur B. iliteh, 


cock, baritone; Mr. Gardner S. Lamsou- 
bnritone. Mr. B. J. Lang will till the 
post, of organist, and Mr. Carl Zerrahn 
will conduct. The usual orchestra will 
be lod by Mr. Franz Knelsel, and will he 
augmented to meet, the requirements of 
the score.

Poets from Anacreon and 
Sappho— and earlier than they, down to 
our own times, have sung its praises; and 
yet tho rose of Grecian and of Persian 
song, the rose of troubadours and min- 
strels had no beauties so resplendent as 
those with which its offspring of the 
present day embellish our gardens.” It 
is to awaken the slumbering (esthetic 
taste of our fellow-citizens, to stimulate 
them to take pride in a society in their 
midst, which ought to contribute so 
vastly to the elevation, happiness and 
pleasure, not only of themselves, but ol

HIGH WATER SERVICE. 

The city of Somerville is also preparing 
to put in a high service system, and the 
committee reported on tho matter this 
week. There are four hills to be sup- 
plied, covering an area of 517 acres, so 
that the territory to be supplied is about 
the same as that in Newton. They will 
have to build an entirely new pumping 
station, aud an engine of a capacity of 
2,000,000 gallons in 24 hours is recom- 
mended, which it is estimated will fur- 
nish the daily average consumption until 
1910. An iron tank, 30 feet in diameter 
and 70 feet high, is to bo located on 
Spring Hill, the top of which will be' 
210 feet above mean low water, which is 
similar to the plan proposed here in 
Newton. 

The committee have furnished a de- 
tailed estimate of the cost of the work 
which amounts to $120,112.50, which 
includes 10 per cent for contingencies. 
From this it will be seeu that the esti- 
mate put forth by our water board of 
$90,000 is not an excessive one, it being 
nearly $40,000 less than the estimate of 
the Somerville committee, when tho con- 
ditions are very similar to those in New- 
ton. 

The Somerville aldermen are making 
preparations for the immediate adoption 
of a high water service, and have voted 
to ask the legislature for permission to 
borrow $200, 000, so^as to have a sum 
large enough for all emergencies. The 
immediate expenses, if the present piau 
is adopted, will be about $00, 000, and the 
remainder will be spent in the relaying 
of pipes, and the* arrangement of the 
distribution system. In the estimates 
the co3t of the tank is put down as 
$10,500, and the land for the same at 
$4,000, while the largest item of expense 
is the “distribution system,” which is 
put down at $00,000. The two force 
mains to be put in are estimated to cost 
$12,000, aud the buildiugs, boilers, en- 
gines and land for same are estimated to 
cost about $24,000. 

The City Engineer of Somerville made 
a very full report upon the matter, 
going into all the expenses of the various 
parts of the system at great detail, and 
from the ligures above quoted it will be 
easy to gain an idea of the items of ex- 
pense involved in introducing high 
service into this city. 

The delay in the board of aldermen has 
been caused by the feeling that the in- 
troduction should not cost $90,00u, but 
the Somerville figures provo that our 
water board knew what they were doing 
when they set the cost at that figure. 
The change in our engines will cost 
$9, (XX), while the new pumping station 
and engines at Somerville will cost $24, 
000. This will account for the $15, 000 of 
the extra cost in Somerville, but even 
with that out the Somerville ligures are 
some $21,000 in excess of the Newton 
figures, for doing very nearly the same 
worj t. This may bo taken as a complete 
vindication of the water board , iu putting 
the estimated cost at $90,00000. and it is 
also the opinion of oue expert, which 
some of the members have desired to ob- 
tain. The water board is composed of 
• business men, who are accustomed to get 
thorough information before starting up- 
on any project, and evidently their 
judgment in this case can be relied upon. 

There is certainly no need of any fur- 
ther delay in the matter, and tho post- 
ponement of the work to another year 
might bo of serious injury to the city, iu 
the driving away of people who are now 
talking of building upon the high lands 
at Chestnut Hill and elsewhere. As 
long as high service has got to come, the 
■sooner it is put iu the butter for the city. 

THOSE FOUR DOLLAR SUITS. 

The Hrooklino Chronicle is now wrest- 
ling with the problem of selling suits of 
clothes fur four dollars and paying good 
wages to the women employed iu uiuk- 
iug them. That any oue should sug- 
gest such a problem strikes the Chroni- 
cle as a cruel demolition of its gau/.y 
argument. With) its usual inacura- 
cy of statement when discussing 
anything relating to the tariff, it now 
says that Mr. Blaine only paid $1 for the 
overcoat, instead of $5, as it stated two 
weeks ago. The Chrouiclu with tears in 
its eyes denounces the Guaphic as a 
wicked ‘‘free trader," wheu every one 
kuows that wo are as good a protection- 
ist as Congressman Candler, unless ho 
has changed his principles since he wus 
iu Congress before. It is such injudicious 
supporters as the Chronicle who are un- 
dermining the sacred cause of protection 
by their iudiscreot statements aud loolish 


argument*. The only safe way for the 
Chronicle is to follow Mr. Candler’s ex- 
ample in tho last campaign and confine 
itself to denouncing Southern outrages. 
That is a safo subject, and one on which 
it can give free rein to it* imagination 
without regard to any uncomfortable 
fact*. 

It now say* that the $4 suit and tho $4 
overcoat were made in Troy, N.Y., where 
the soamstresses must receive splendid 
wages, because the girl* in the Troy 
Laundry get from $10 to $25 a week. Tho 
necessity hardly seems to l>o clear, but 
granting that the sewing women get the 
samo wages. A clothing denier tells us 
that a skilful workkwoman could make a 
suit in three days, of the kind called 
‘‘slop work,” ami possibly in two. Say 
that she receives $18 a week, the average 
wages of a Troy Laundry girl, then the 
making of the $4 suit would cost $0. Or 
if she gets $10. the lowest wages, the 
making would cost $8.33, which would 
leave 07 cents for the material, tho cut- 
ting and the manufacturer’s profits. Or 
if sho received 60 cents a day, tho mak- 
ing would cost $1, and $3 would bo left 
for profits, material aud cutting, which 
is probably nearer tho proportion of tho 
items which make up the cost of the 
suit. 

The $4 suits and overcoats aro evident- 
ly gauzy affairs, and only intended to fig- 
ure in a campaign. The Chronicle’s 
blunder was iu not knowing that the 
campaign is over, aud the necessity past 
for such yarns. 

However, in the name of woolen man- 
ufacturers, the Homo Market Club, and 
people generally, we must protest agaiust 
the Chronicle’s calling a mixturo of cows’ 
hair, old rope, carpet rags, waste paper, 
feathers, aud other odds and ends, 
“American goods,” and characterizing 
the wearing of such a mixture by wealthy 
men as “true Americanism.” Such Amer- 
icanism is of a very shoddy kind, and is 
nothing to be proud of, especially when 
the pay of the workwomen employed in 
making them up is considered. There is 
no use in disgracing the name by calling 
such things “American goods,” as though 
houest wool goods made up at fair prices 
were not American goods. We are 
grieved that the Chronicle has not more 
common sense, to say nothing of patri- 
otism. It only shows the deplorable re- 
sult of a local weekly attempting to be 
a national organ; the strain is too severe, 
and the Chronicle should take a rest. 
Even the most extreme protectionist can 
not demand that people should wear $4 
suits to prove their Americanism, except 
of course in the case of political speak- 
ers during a campaign. At other times 
it is better to get honest goods and 
allow the clothing dealers to pay their 
workmen and workwomen living wages.

Thou, just because you have not 
flung it out loose on all tho errors which 
you disapproved, hut on which hy Bs 
very nature it could take no hold, it will 
spring at the throat of tho wicked os 
which by its very nature it was madi to 
hate and is hound to try to kill whew ver 
it can find it. 

Mow quickly ono discovers ns one g< es 
about in the strange, windy world of 
Protestants, reformers, indicate, phi n- 
tluopists and denouncers of the world’s 
innumerable wrongs, which aro tho few 
among the multitude who have kept 
their power of moral condemnation pure 
hy using it only at the right times and on 
the right material. How they shine like 
clear stars iu the midst of the lurid light 
of all tho rest ! 

And again Dr. Brooks says: 

The only ground for us to tnko is sim- 
ply the lnoad ground that error is not 
punishable at ail. Error is not guilt. Tho 
guilt of error is tho fallacy and fiction 
which has haunted good men’s minds. 
It lias not always stood out plain and 
clear; such Actions seldom do. 

It has been mixed with thoughts of the 
mischievousness of error, and with suspi- 
cions of Die maliciousness <>f error; but 
always lying in behind, iu tho centre of 
the impulse which made man persecute 
his brother man for what lie thought, 
there has been the idea that error was 
guilt. We must, get rid of t hat entirely. 
Error is not like guilt; error is like dis- 
ease. Behind disease there may lie guilt 
as a cause— the man may have been 
wicked, and no a man may have been 
reckless, defiant, sophistical, selfish, 
wicked in many ways, and so have 
plunged himself into error. 

The intolerance which refuses to see 
any way save that of one’s own repels 
more true helpers than can he calculated. 
There is the Christian spirit and there is 
the spirit of the Pharisee, and between 
the two the gulf is wide, and between 
them tlicro can bo neither speech nor 
language.

GRADE CROSSINGS. 

The matter of abolifthing grade croKs- 
ingseumo up before the legislative com- 
mitttoe on railroads this week and was 
attended by tho joint special committee 
of otir city council and by Mayor Burr. 

Chairman Crockar of the railroad com- 
missioners presented a bill which pro- 
vided that upon petition of tho mayor 
and aldermen or selectmen, tho directors 
of a railway or twenty voters of a city or 
town, a commission of three should be 
appointed by tho superior court, one of 
tho three to he one of tho railroad com- 
missioners; this commission, after duo 
hearing, to decide whether the grades 
should be separated, how and l»y which 
party tho work should bo done, and what 
proportion of tho expense should bo 
borne by tho railroad anti by the towns 
and counties benefitted, with power to 
relieve any town from any share in the 
expense, except tho one in which is the 
crossing. Chairman Locke of the grade 
crossing commission objected to the 
form of tho bill, though not to its intent, 
lie thought that no new grade crossings 
ought to bo allowed, and said that there 
would lie no headway made until it was 
required that something lie done. lie 
suggested that a certain percentage of 
the number of crossings lie abolished 
each year, according to ihe financial con- 
dition of the road. This is tho practice 
followed in other states, and it ought to 
lie horo. 

Now that the Boston & Albany have 
secured their additional stock, wo sup- 
pose that President Bliss will follow out 
liis declared purpose of doing away with 
the crossings in Newton, indeed we are 
surprised that he has notdone away with 
one or two of them already, so as to con- 
vince people that his intontions were 
really what he represented them to bo, 
and ihat part of tho money was needed 
for just this purpose.

dom. Read the bald, bold statement of 
the present issue, yo good men who are 
upon tho vngged edgo of indecision or 
who desire* to be so over scrupulously 
wiso iu your day and generation that you 
dare not voto to put prohibition into tho 
State constitution as against licenso on 
the Statute hooks. 

It says: “We would repeal all the 
prohibitory laws against murder, then 
and arson, and have license laws in their 
place, provided wo believed there would 
be less of those crimes under licotiso 
than under Prohibition. Wo are so 
anxious to lessen crime that we would 
get at that result in any way wo could. 
These good Prohibitory women need to 
learn that it is not rum that they aro 
fighting in this unreasonable way. They 
are fighting the practical moral common 
sense of thousands who arc simply seek- 
ing to get tiie host results in tho most 
practical way.”

Oil, descendents of the Puritans and 
Pilgrims, how long shall such sentiments 
from tills great moral sheet go unro- 
buked? Ponder this wise Editor's pro- 
clamation that if murder, theft and arson 
can lie lessened ho won id hold up both j 
hands to license tiie committal of these 
great sins and crimes against God and 
man, just as if law had no other and 
higher purpose than to lessen crime. 
This fallacious reasoning is at the bottom 
of all license and compromise with evil, 
and its expression proves the men aud 
generations, moral cowards, who refuse 
to fight the battles of their own times 
and would force them by their cowardico 
upon tlioro offspring.

This is seeking evil that good may 
come with a vengeance and only proves 
that any form of false and specious 
reasoning in favor of evil leads tlioso who 
reason thus wrongly by the shortest-bee- 
liue cut to inst such blasphemous de- 
fiance of God’s laws as the Boston Globe 
with its highly elevating prize fighting 
and sporting Sunday editions would teach 
iu its efforts to bolster up the nefarious 
rum and beer business now so seriously 
threatened by the outraged and indig- 
nant moral and Christian citizenship of 
our State. 

It’s high time that tho good people 
who aro unconsciously lending their in- 
fluence and names to save the most dia- 
bolical traffic on God’s earth from auni- ! 
liilation, should pause long enough to | 
consider just where their culpable eon- j

AN ACTIVE HKFOKMKH, LAWYER, AND 
Jl'DOK PASSES AWAY. 

Hon. John C. Park, whose serious ill- 
ness was noted last week, died Sunday 
evening at 10.20 o’clock, and the sad 
news brought/ profound regret not only 
in Newton but throughout the State. 
An honored citizen, an upright lawyer, 
and a fearless and just judge has passed 
away, and he leaves a vacancy which 
cannot be filled. In spite of ids advanced 
age, Judge Park was one of the most ac- 
tive citizens of Newton and was an hon- 
ored guest at all public gatherings, where 
his voice was always heard in support of 
the right side. His interest in the young 
made him take a deep interest iu our 
schools, and he was a frequent aud wel- 
come visitor, where he always delighted 
the pupils by a pointed and masterly ad- 
dress, so simple that every child could 
uuderstaud it, and full of wise advice. 
His excellent example and his kindly ad- 
monitions, illustrated by one of those 
apt stories which he could tell so charm 
ingly, have had a great influence for 
good in our city, and have caused him to 
be held in grateful remembrance. 

Judge Park was born in Bostou, June 
1 10, 1804, He Yvas of Scotch descent, some 
: of his ancestors, however, settling in 
Ireland, aud subsequently emigrating to 
this country and locating in New Uarop- 
! shire, where they founded the town of 
Londonderry. He entered H irvard col- 
lege in 1820, graduating in 1824, a year 
memorable because of the visit of Lafa- 
yette to the United States. After com- 
pleting the regular college course, he en- 
tered the Harvard law school, aud was 
admitted to the bar a few years later. 
He commenced the practice of law in 
Boston with Judge Loring,and continued 
liis practice in Boston until about tluee 
; years ago. He at one time formed a co- 
\ partnership with Mr. Augustus Russ.and 
was located for many years at No 14 
Tremont street. His history from youth 
1 up was a remarkable one. Gifted with a 
fine voice and natural oratorical talents, 
he early took a prominent place at tke 
, Suffolk bar, of which at the time ol fits 
| death he was the oldest living member, 
and achieved wonderful success, espec- 
ially in the prosecution of criminal cases. 
He was keen, witty and satirical, and, 
like the famous Rufus Choate, exerl*d a 
great iofiueuce with the jury through tVis- 
power of language and ability iu present- 
ing the advantageous side of the case iu 
which be was interested as counsel. He 
was associated with such meu as Robert 
Rantoul, Daniel Webster aud other men 
proraineut iu the legal profession. He 
succeeded Samuel D. Parker as district 
attorney of Suffolk county, and had 
served as clerk of the superior court. 
He was also at one time an auditor of the 
| superior court, aud had many difficult 
cases assigned to him for revision. He 
was appointed trial justice of Norfolk 
county by Gov. Washburn, April 9, 1872, 
and held the position three years, lie be- 
came one of the most popular and prom- 
uent men in Boston, and moved in the 
aristocratic circles of the city. He was 
atone time a member of the Boston city 
I council. 

He wars elected a member of the House 
of Representatives in 1880, aud was re- 
elected iu 1837-’3$. In 1841 he was agaiu 
sent to the lower house of the Legisla- 
ture, and was re-elected iu 1842-’43. He 
was in the Senate iu lS44-’45. As a mem- 
ber of both branches of the Legislature 
he was very popular on the Whig side. 
He was prominent iu the caiupatgu of 
1840, when Geu. Win. Lieury Harrison 
was elected President of the United 
States, and was identified with that 
FAMOUS COTEK1K OF MEN 
who represented the Whig interest of 
Suffolk county a half-century ago. 
Among the leaders in the parly at that 
time were Daniel Webster ami Ruius 
Choate, George Morey, Abbott Lawrence, 
Pbilo S. Shelton, Josiab Quiucy, Edward 
Everett, Robert G. Shaw. Robert C. Win- 
throp, Harrison Gray Otis and Johu C.

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young lawyer in the prime of manhood, 
lie had distinguished himself at the bar.

He 
was a natural wit ami a famous story 
teller, and generally followed Daniel 
Webster in addressing political ineetinge. 
The former gave the people the solid 
facts aud tlie latter kept the audience iu 
good humor, aud succeeded in uwaken- 
iug great enthusiasm in the interests of 
the cause uud candidates he advocated.

Acknowledged one of the Ablest platform 
speakers "f liis time, ami his Rifts as a 
ready ami eloquent public sneaker were 
retained even in old ace, At Newton, 
upon the occasion of the memorial ser- 
vices following the death of Clou. Grant, 
he cave the finest speech of the occasion, 
grand in sentiment and faultless in its 
oratorical delivery. 

Tito military career of the late Mr. 
Tark commenced with his college days, 
when he joined a college company known 
as the Washington Guards. From that 
time he took a keen interest in the mili- 
tia. and for n. arly a quarter of a century 
commanded two of the crack companies 
of Boston— the t'ity Greys and the Bos- 
ton Light Infantry. Ho was commander 
of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company in ISM. Maj. Park was a strict 
disciplinarian, and was naturally titled 
for the duties of commander. He was 
esteemed by the men under him, who 
never hesitated to obey his orders. 

Early in the history of the anti-slavery 
movement Mr. Park became identified 
with the noted abolitionists and was ear- 
nest and active in that reform as he was 
in the advocacy of other movements for 
the benefit of the people and in promot- 
ing the morals and intelligence of the 
community. He delivered temperance 
addresses in Pitts street chapel, and upon 
one occasion officiated as lay preacher. 
A writer in a Boston paper in alluding to 

HIS SERVICES IN THE PULPIT 
gave him this quadruple title: “Hon. 
Rev. Capt. John ('. Park, Esq.” During 
t lie war Maj. Park commanded the Box- 
bury Reserve Guard, and his command 
was frequently called out in quelling 
riots and disturbances. In 1937 lie was 
chosen president of the Irish Charitable 
Society, and ho was the oldest living ex- 
president of that organization at the time 
of his death. 

He resided in Boston until 1858, when 
he moved to Roxbury, and subsequently 
to Dedham, w here he was active in form- 
ing the town of Norwood. 

nE CAME TO NEWTON 
to reside in 1873, and was appointed 
judge of the Newton police court in 
1980. His decisions have always been 
tempered with mercy, and lie had been a 
most impartial magistrate. Ho was a 
bitter opponent of the illegal liquor 
seller, and generally imposed the full 
penalty of the law upon such offenders 
when they had been tried and convicted. 
When a man was brought before him for 
drunkenness lie always pointed out the 
evils of intemperance and the loss oc- 
casioned to those dependent upon him 
for support. » 

When the Whig party merged with the 
Free Soil party, the deceased joined its 
ranks and subsequently became identi- 
fied with the Republican party, taking 
an active part in the numerous cam- 
paigns since the election of Abraham 
Lincoln. His temperance views, how- 
ever, led him to abandon the latter or- 
ganization in the list presidential con- 
test and lie joined the Prohibitory party. 
He earnestly advocated the prohibitory 
constitutional amendment, and expressed 
his sorrow that his illness had prevented 
him from casting his vote in favor of it. 
Since his residence in Newton Mr. Park 
had won the esteem of the citizens in all 
parts of the city. He frequently gave 
talks and lectures before educational 
and reform ciubs, and was a welcome 
visitor at Lisell Seminary, where he 
sometimes lectured to the students. 
He was a member of the Tuesday Club, 
and regularly attended its meetings when 
liis health would permit. About two 
years since lie had a shock of paralysis, 
from which lie rallied, owing to his won- 
derful constitution, but his health from 
that time lias been enfeebled. He was a 
member of the Channing church in New- 
ton, where lie taught a Sunday school 
class, lie often referred with sincere 
pleasure to the class iu the Warren street 
chapel, Boston, a class of young men 
many of whom have since become prom- 
inent as public men. 

Personally, Mr. Park was a man of an 
affable nature, and possessed a magnet- 
ism which attracted all classes of people. 
He had a remarkable memory and often 
gave incidents of interest which had oc- 
curred during the numorous scenes and 
changes of liis active life. To the 
scholars of liis Sunday school classes lie 
pointed out the lessons of courage, pa- 
triotism and Christian characteristics as 
exemplified in the lives of the men with 
whom be had been associated, many of 
whom had tilled important positions of 
trust in the state and nation. A sad 
epoch in liis advancing years was occa- 
sioned by the death of his son, Edward 
G. Park, who was shot at the battles of 
South Mountain, Antietam and Freder- 
icksburg, the effects of the wounds re- 
ceived in the latter battle causing his 
death. His only (laughter, a beautiful 
and accomplished woman, died a few 
years ago, and a widow and two sons 
survive him. 

TRIBUTES TO JUDGK PARK.

The late John C. Park was probably 
the oldest man who had been active in 
politics in the state. His chief promin- 
ence was about fifty years ago. Later 
generations, who occasionally heard him, 
obtained hut a slight idea of the fascina- 
tion of his oratory at that tim«. Ho had 
the most musical of voices, a lluejicy of 
speech probably never surpassed, the 
readiest kind of wit and a remarkably 
handsome personal presence, which 
qualities enabled him to sway audiences 
at liis will. Never a man lived who had 
more the art of tolling a story effectively 
from the platform. As a stump speaker, ; 
without including the highest qualities 1 
of oratory, we doubt if Maj. Park has , 
.since been equalled,

It is eminently proper that tho 
representatives of our city should take 
notice of the departure of one who has 
so constantly illustrated the highest per- 
sonal and civic virtues.

It has become my painful duty to com- 
municate to you official information of 
the death of Dr. B. K. Pei roe. Of the 
value of Dr. Peirce’s life as an educator 
or a Christian writer, this is not the time 
to speak. It is sufficient to say that his 
history is part of the history of the Com- 
monwealth. His invaluable services to 
our city as a member of the school board 
are fiesli in tho grateful memory of all 
of us. It seems fitting that due notieo 
of the sad event should be taken by the 
City Council.

D. S. Simpson gave notice of intention 
to build house on Cabot street, and E. F. 
Kimball on Watertown street, Ward 
Three. 

Orders were passed for the reconstruc- 
tion of thesidewalk on Woodlawn avenue 
between Maple and Grove streets; for a 
cross-walk on Centro street, opposite 
Rice, and for concrete walk on Paul 
street. 

Alderman Kennedy read a letter from 
Hon. William Clafiiu, stating that ho had 
placed an incandescent light on Walnut 
Terrace, and as it was of great conven- 
ience to the public, he asked that it he 
made a public lamp, and that the city pay 
for tho same; referred to the street light 
committee. 

William S French was appointed Milk 
Inspector from May 1st. 

The returns from the city election wore 
read and will bo found elsewhere, after 
which the hoard adjourned. 


THE PROHIBITORY AMENDMENT. 

DEFEATED IN NEWTON BY FORTY-NINE 
VO rKs. 

The voting on tlio Prohibitory Consti- 
tutional Amendment passed off very 
quietly, and considering the absence of 
any special workers on the negative side 
a surprisingly large vote was polled. The 
new law prohibiting ballot pedlars iu tho 
ward rooms made them very quiet places, 
and voters went in and voted ami went 
away again, to enjoy the fine weather of 
the holiday. The rosult has created 
some surprise, in view of tho active can- 
vas in favor of the amendment, and tho 
number of rallies held in the different 
Wards, but shrewd judges predicted that 
Ncwtou would uot give a majority for 
the amendment, some weeks ago.

DEATH OF DR. D. K. PEIRCE. 


AN EMINENT CLERGYMAN, AUTHOR AND 
EDITOR PASSES AWAY. 


Dr. Bradford Kinney Peirco died Fri- 
day afternoon hint at his residence on 
Jowott street, after a very brief illness. 
He hid not boon strong for some months, 
but he was able to attend to liis regular 
duties, and his sudden illness and death 
was n great shock to his many friends iu 
Newton and elsewhere. Ho leaves a wid- 
ow, two son s and a daughter to mourn 
his loss. 

Dr. Peirce was horn in Royalton, Win- 
sor county. Yt.. Feb. 13, lSIfi. He grad- 
uated at Wesleyan rntversity, Middle- 
town, Ct., in 1841, and in 1843 entered the 
ministry of tho Methodist Episcopal 
church. He filled the pastorate in tho 
Methodist Church in Newlmryport, 
Mass., iu 1843-44, and afterward served as 
pastor of the followingMcthodist church- 
es: Charlestown, 1845; Canton Street, 
Boston, 184(1-47; located, 1848-01. Ho 
was editor of the Sunday School Messen- 
ger and Sunday School Teacher in Bos- 
ton in 1844 45, and agent of the Ameri- 
can Sunday School Union in 1854 50. 

During his life lie had been much in- 
terested in public charities and reforms, 
and through his effoits the State Indus- 
trial school in Lancaster was established. 
He was superintendent and chaplain of 
the school from 1850 till 1802. Ho was 
chaplain of the house of refuge on Ran- 
dall’s island, New York, from 1803 till 
1S72, when ho returned to Boston to be- 
come editor of Zion’s Herald, continuing 
in that capacity until December, 1888, 
when ho resigned to give his entire at- 
tention to his work iu connection with 
the Newton Free Library, of which he 
was then the superintendent. In 1808 he 
received the degree of D. 1). from Wes- 
leyan University, of which ho was a 
trustee from 1S70 to 1881. Ho had also 
been a trustee of the Boston University 
since 1874, and of Wellesley College 
since 1870. In 1855-0 he was the senator 
for Norfolk county. He was, at the time 
of his death, president of the Wesleyan 
Orphans, Ilotno in Newton, af. member of 
! the Newton School board and* the finan- 
cial agent of the Boston University. liis 
services as editor of Zion’s Herald have 
been of a character deserving grateful 
recognition. He promoted the interests 
of the denomination with which lie was 
identified, and his infiueace has helped 
the wider interests which centre in goo‘d 
citizenship. He was personally a man of 
beautiful character, full of tender regard 
for others, and ever ready to extend a 
helping hand to tho needy and suffering. 
In Newton, where lie had resided for 
many years, he was sincerely beloved and 
respected. He took an activo interest iu 
tho welfare of the city, and was promi- 
nent in every effort calculated to advance 
the intelligence and morals of the com- 
munity. Ho had occasionally filled the 
pulpits of the various Methodist church- 
es of the city, and liis sermons were al- 
ways weighted with wise counsel and 
Christian love. His loss will ho sincere- 
ly mourned and his memory will lie 
cherished by those who have learned his 
worth as a citizen, a minister and friend. 

A few months ago Rev. I)r. Pierce re- 
signed liis position as superintendent of 
the Newton Free Library, owing to in- 
creasing cares and responsibilities. Upon 
the occasion of his 70tli birthday, Feb. 8 
of tho present year, ho was tendered a 
reception, which was attended by promi- 
nent clergymen and laymen of tlie Meth- 
odist denomination. lie was then in the 
full enjoyment of bodily health. During 
his life lie had written many books of a 
religions character, and his works includ- 
ed : “Temptation” (Boston. 1840); “The 
Eminent Dead” (1840); “Bible Scholar’s 
Manual” (New York, 1847): “Notes on 
the Aets” (1848); “Bible Questions” 
(three volumes, 1848); “A Life in the 
Woods; Adventures of Audubon” (1863); 
a collection of “Hymns and Ritual for 
the House of Refuge” (1864); “Trials of 
an Inventor; Life and Discoveries of 
Charles Goodyear” (1866); “Stories from 
Life Which the Chaplain Told” (Boston, 
1866); its soquel (1867); “A Half-Century 
with Juvenile Offenders” (1S69); “Chap- 
lain with the Children” (1870); “The 
Young Shetlander and liis Home” (New 
York, 1870); and “Hymns of the Higher 
Life” (Boston, 1871). He had also pre- 
pared, by order of tho Massachusetts 
Legislature, a new annotated edition of 
the proceedings of the State convention 
of 1788, which ratified the national con- 
stitution (Boston, 1856), 

THE FUNERAL SERVICES. 

The funeral of Rev. Bradford K. Peirce, 
I). I)., took place from the Centre Street 
Methodist Church, Monday afternoon. 
The church was filled by citizens, mem- 
bers of the New England Methodist Epis- 
copal conference and the relatives and 
friends of the deceased. The pulpit plat- 
form was decorated with a profusion of 
beautiful potted plants and ferns and the 
casket rested in the aisle directly iu 
front of the pulpit. Upon it was laid a 
beautiful cluster of lilies and the lloral 
tributes wore arranged upon the plat- 
form. The services at the house were of 
a simple character, being conducted by 
Dean Huntington, assisted by Rev. Dr. 
Clark. 

The services in the church commenced 
at 3 o’clock with an organ voluntary, af- 
ter which a mixed quartet rendered the 
hymn. “Abide With Me.” Readings 
from the Scriptures were given by Bish- 
op Mallalieu and Prof. Warren, presi- 
dent of the Boston University, after 
which the address wasulolivered by Bish- 
op Foster. 

Only a few weeks ago, said the speak- 
er, a company had gathered at the iesi- 
deuee of Dr. Peirco upon the occasion of 
his seventieth birthday, to rejoice with 
him upon the attainment of that rounded 
period of life. He was not strong tl on 
and was on the edge of the infirmities 
which are natural to men of his age. lie 
had begun to feel the signs of decay, but 
we who had gathered there thought that 
lie would be spared for a number of years 
as he appeared bright and vigorous. 
Scarcely two mouths have passed a..d wo 
look upon liis face for the last time be- 
fore consigning his mortal remains to the 
grave. It is an occasion of mixed emo- 
tions and we hardly know whether to re- 
joice or mourn. For ourselves wo feel 
the poignant grief of bereavement; we 
see his body stricken by dentil and wo 
know that lie has ceased to be with us, 
that he has somehow gone from our cog- 
nition, lint with the light of Christian 
laitli comes that Divine promise which 
renders this occasion not one of sorrow, 
but of joy and rejoicing. It is the cul- 
mination of a well spent life, a birth into 
a higher existence. He has not lost his 
personal power, not lapsed into non-exis- 
tence, hut has been lifted into a condi- 
tion of joy far beyond our conception. 
He has put off tho earthly for the lioav 
only ; he has passed out from among ns 
into the society of more glorified beings. 
His family, liis loved ones suffer iu the 
loss that they have sustained, but thron g 
God’s grace let us hope that they will 
sec that lie has gained everything; that 
ho has reached the state that ho had 
been looking foi ward to for fifty yours. 


Ho had boon living for it; all his work 
and plans had ospocial roferonco to it. 
He has scoured a crown and has entered 
into tho glories of the hereafter. 

This is then ft coronation day, yet it is 
an occasion of mingled joy ami grief, sor- 
sow and rejoicing. He possessed a beau- 
tiful character and exhibited much of 
perfection iu his life. Ho had purity of 
purpose, nobility of motive, gentleness, 
truth, meekness, faith and trust iu God. 
Few among .is liavo attained to a greater 
state of perfection in our lives hero. IIo 
was an elect brother and his memory 
will always he sweet and fragrant. Wo 
shall recall him as a man kind and benig- 
nant in tho pulpit, in the home and in 
the social circle. As preacher, tonohor 
and editor, he proclaimed pure doctrines 
and exalted morals, over aiming to pro- 
mote tho best elements in society and 
religion. It can bo truly said of him that 
lie filled liis place and generation well. 

lie had rounded up liis life — a life of 
usefulness and efficiency. He had fin- 
ished his work and was lifted into the 
highest ideal of beauty and joy that it 
was possible for him to attain. He was 
ready to bo carried home, and so God 
took him into the glory of the hereafter. 
But a little and wo who survive shall 
liavo passed on. May wo so finish our 
lives as to pass away with as little doubt 
and uncertainty for the future as our be- 
loved brother and friend. It is well 
with him jinay it ho as well with us when 
wo aro called, Tho subject of probable 
death once came up iu a conversation I 
had with Dr. Peirce, when I exprossed 
my hope that ho would live until the 
dawn of another century, or until his 
80th year. “I shall not bo here” said 
Dr. Peirce, “at that time; the end is not 
far off, and should you speak at my 
funeral services, let the words be few. 

I have lived my life; God knows all, for 
in him l trust and 1 think the less said 
upon such occasions the better.” In 
conformity to his desires, I will not pro- 
long this service. Wo have lost a grand 
man and a true friend from among us. 
Poaco to h»s memory. At tho conclusion 
of the address prayer was offered by 
Rev. Dr. Twombly and a selection ren- 
dered by the quartet. The benediction 
was pronounced by Rev. Dr. J. \V. Lind- 
say.

An interesting and encouraging letter 
comes from tho Worcester Tariff Reform 
Club. One hundred "business men in 
earnest for Tariff Reform,” are at 
work for the right in Worcester 
county. In reference to a possible 
change of sentiment in Alabama and 
Georgia, the Secretary, Mr. Joseph A. 
Titus, says: "Wo will show two or three

So much has been said of tho defeat 
and death of Tariff Reform in November 
last that we must quote a contrary opin- 
ion from the great Apostle of High Pro- 
tection — the American Economist. The 
issue of March 8 says: "Tho lines of bat- 
tlo which Free Traders are again to of- 
fer us are already forming in plain view. 
The various detachments are taking po- 
sition aud their battalions are falling in- 
to place. While it is a motloy host, it is 
no longer to be disguised that it is a for- 
midable one. They mean fight. They 
have not disbanded. They do not accept 
the results of the election as a defeat 
and muster themselves out. The battle 
will rage as before. "Single tax” clubs, 
revenue reform clubs and political clubs 
will keep tho light hot. Their various 
organizations aro kept in a high state of 
discipline. Their literary bureaus are 
established. The signs of aggressive ac- 
tivity are manifest every where about 
us.” Right. We do mean fight. We 
are glad tho Economist has one eye open 
and can see our earnestness and sinceri- 
ty; by-and-by it will open the othor eye, 
see the righteousness of our causo, aud 
become reformer — perhaps!

A Republican. 

If "Republican” were more exact we 
could better tell what ho means by "arti- 
cle,” "protective tariff,” and a "rea- 
sonable period.” Wo will assume 
that Rice, Butter, Cheese, Beef, 
Pork, Fish, and Potatoes, aro "ar- 
ticles ; ’’that duties restricting or prohibit- 
ing importation are "protective” duties; 
and that from forty to sixty years is a 
"reasonable” lor unreasonable] period of 
protection. Rico has been protected 
sinco 1840; all the other articles since 
1825 or earlier. From speeches in Con- 
gresses and from a host of Republican 
campaign documents issued last Fall, it 
is clear that the duties on these "arti- 
cleu” are considered protective duties by 
the leaders of Protection. As to prices, 
in every case there lias been a constant 
increase for fifty years, making of course 
duo allowance for tho war period.

Tariff Reform Catechism. 

Q. Is foreign commerce profitable for 
nations? 

A. Undoubtedly. History teaches 
that it has been one of the chief sources 
of tho wealth of nations. Instances 
The Phoenicians, the Venetians, the 
Dutch, the Euglish, the Americans 

Q. What is the theory of our tariff in 
regard to foreigu trade? 

A. That it is an evil, to be restricted 
as much as possible. That is to say, 
while it raises tho cost of production in 
this country, placing our manufacturers 
at a disadvantage in competition with 
their foreign rivals, aud so decreasing 
the amount of our exports, it discour- 
ages imports by tho levy of a direct tax 
on imported goods. 

Q. Is this tax needed? 

A. It is not. The surplus in the na- 
tional treasury is today a positive danger 
to the country. 

Q. Does tho protective tariff tend to 
increase American manufactures? 

A. Up to a certain point it does. But 
it is an artificial stimulant, and tho ef- 
fect is a succession of "bourns” and re- 
actions which causes heavy losses. 

Q. Does the protective tariff increase 
the wages of labor? 

A. It does not, aiul this is easily 
proved. Wages aro higher in this country 
under a protective tariff tliau tbey are in 
England under a revenue tariff, but they 
aro higher in England than in France 
and Germany uuder protective tariffs. 
Wages of labor aro governed by the law 
of supply aud demand, and will be high- 
est where the demand is greutust in pro- 
portion to the supply. 

Q. What, then, is the effect of the tar- 
iff oil the great majority of the people in 
this country? 

A. It iucroasos tho cost of living 
without increasing their incomes. 

Q. How is it possible to keep up a 
system opposed to the interests of a 
largo majority? 

A. Thu burdou is so skilfully distrib- 
uted that the people do not realize that

The annual meeting of tho Newton 
Civil Service Reform Association was 
held in Allen’s Hall, West Newton, Mon- 
day evening, President Lambert occupy- 
ing the chair. Tho following officers 
were elected for the ensuing year: Hen- 
ry I<ambert, president; Loverett Salton- 
stall, John S. Farlow, Edwin B. Haskell, 
Robort It. Bishop, Wm. P. Ellison, Na- 
thaniel T. Allen, Edwin P. Seaver, vice- 
presidents: Stephen Thacher, treasurer; 
James P. Tolman, secretary; Thomas B. 
Fitz, F. F. Raymond, 2d, Edward I*. Bond, 

H. E. Both field, directors. 

President Lambert in reply to Mr. 
Marcus Morton after tho election of offi- 
cers, as to the qualifications of civil* ser- 
vice examiuors in municipalities and 
how appointed, said that they were ap- 
pointed by the civil service commission- 
er of the State, who paid especial re 
gard to tho fitness of men selected, and 
who had shown himself to bo very effi- 
cient in discharging tho duties of his po- 
sition. He alluded to the removal of 
Postmaster Pearson as a gross case of 
violation of the spirit of civil service re- 
form. He had been a faithful servant, 
hut had been summarily turned out of 
office. Some of tho New York papers 
urged his failing health as an excuse, 
but the administration might have had 
the grace to wait for nature to do its 
work. The beginning of President Har- 
rison’s administration, he thought, had 
not been auspicious so far as carrying 
out the principles of civil service reform 
were concerned. * 

Mr. Morton thought that literature 
should he more generally diffused in 
der to get tho people more interested in 
the subject of civil service reform. 

Mr. Allen alluded to the secretary’s re 
port, aud thought it should he published 
iu the Graphic, as that paper was more 
favorably disposed towards the move- 
ment. 

Remarks were mado by Mr. Lawrence 
Bond and Mr. Burrage, who expressed 
disappointment in the position taken by 
the administration so far concerning civ 
il service reform. 

Secretary J. P. Tolmau’s report was an 
interesting paper containing a summary 
of the work of tho association during the 
past year. In it he says: "As this gath- 
ering marks tho end ot eight years of or- 
ganized work on our parr, directed to 
the purification of political action by the 
removal of the emoluments of the pub- 
lic service from the gitt of party man- 
agement, it is gratifying to note that the 
doctrine we Hold is everywhere obtain- 
ing stronger recognition. It hassurvived 
two changes of t lie national administra- 
tion and the delinquencies of each party, 
hut lias driven the other through the po- 
sition of critic to that of advocate. The 
work of your executive committee dur- 
ing the past year lias consisted, as here- 
tofore, maiuly iu the correspondence oc- 
casioned by passing events, ami tire pub 
licatiou of such resolutions as seemed 
timely. Our association lias suffered 
loss through death in its membership 
during the past year. First among these, 
as affecting the organization, comes that 
of llev. Increase N. Tarbox, D. D.,a vice- 
president of tiie association from tho day 
of its beginning, and he was warmly in- 
terested in its objects. A regular attend- 
ant at tire meetings of tho executive 
committee, lie was lull of good counsel. 
He was charitable toward those who 
differed from him, and it was more than 
a privilege, it was education to be asso- 
ciated with him. Mr. Geo. E. Allen, 
Maj. 1). T. Bunker, Mr. Seth Davis, Col. 
R. M. Pulsifer aud Mr. Thomas Drew 
have also passed from our company dur- 
ing the year. Those men were identified 
with many public improvements and pub- 
lic reforms, and had given generous pe- 
cuniary aid to our movement. ” 

The committee lias as herctofoi* 
caused the “Civil Service Record” to be 
sent to all our members monthly. Such 
copies as wero attainable of tho reports 
of the United States Civil Service Com- 
mission aud of the Massachusetts Statu 
Commission have been distributed among 
our members and to the public libraries 
of Newton and Watertown, invitations 
to attend the annual convention of the 
National League, held in New York, and 
the suecial conference held iu Baltimore, 
were addressed to such of our members 
as wero deemed most likely to attend. 
The executive committee lias taken no 
direct action with reference to civil ser- 
vice legislation in our own state, this 
duty having been undertaken by the 
Massachusetts League. Three of the 
inemheisof your committee are officers 
of that organization. 

Tho following resolutions were for- 
warded to President Harrison, the receipt 
of the same being acknowledged by 
Private Secrotary Halford: 

Resolved, That the recent declaration 
of tho Republicnu party in its platform 
that the reform of the civil service 
should he extended "to all tho urades of 
the service to which it is applicable” and 
"that the snirit and purpose of tho re- 
form should ho observed in all executive 
appointments,” and the statement of the 
president-elect that he “cordially ap- 
proves this clear and forcible expression 
of the convention on the subject” arc to 
be regarded us distinctly pledging the 
incoming President and the Republican 
Party to a faithful carrying out of tho 
spirit of Civil Service Reform, in all re- 
movals from, and uppoiutnients to the 
minor public offices, and that we hail 
with pleasure tins favorable prospect for 
the spread of Civil Service Reform, and 
will gladly co-operate with the pnrtv 
coming into power iu all its endeavors to 
secure that end. 

Resolved, That as it is a cardinal prin- 
ciple of Civil Service Reform that public 
servants shall retain their places so long 
as they are faithful and competent, and 
do not make themselves offensively par- 
tisan, wo have a right to expect that if 
"the spirit of the refoini” is observed in 
ail executive appointments, no person 
will he removed merely because lie is not 
a Republican, or because his place is 
wanted by a Republican.

PLAY GROUNDS. 


The Newton Contre Improvement 
Society has taken hold of the play 
ground scheme in earnest, and from the 
report of their animal meeting, which 
will be found in another column, it will 
be seen that the success of the project is 
assured. The public spirit shown by 
Newton Centro is worthy of emulation 
in other parts of tlio city, and especially 
in Newton, where a play giound is more 
of a necessity than in liny other village. 
There is now hardly an available vacant 
lot of land in Wards One and Seven for 
sports, and the boys hero will be depend- 
ent on the generosity of Newton Centre 
for a place for organized sports, which 
surely ought not to be the caso. 

The report of the mooting at Newton 
Centro is commended to the careful per- 
usal of citizens throughout the city, as 
it shows what can be done by organized 
and persistent effort. The Improvement 
Society has given several pleasant even- 
ings to the citizens the past winter, aud 
as a result they have nearly a thousand 
dollars in their treasury. They have also 
found a suitable lot of land, and busy 
men have given their time to the work of 
securing it. They found the owners very 
generously disposed and willing to part 
with their land for such a purpose at 
what is really a nominal price. Some 
purchases have already been made and 
other arrangements have been entered 
into which secures a play ground of 
some 17 acres, where the boys will be 
able to play just as long and as hard as 
they feel disposed, to quote Mr. J. R. 
Leeson. 

On this side of the city at least two 
play grounds are needed, for the boys of 
Newton, Newtonville, West Newton and 
Auburndale, although the greatest lack 
is in Newton itself. Unfortunately there 
is no Improvement Society here to take 
hold of the matter, aud while all concede 
the necessity, and deplore the absence of 
a play ground in such a thickly settled 
community, the matter ends there, and 
there does not seem to be much prospect 
of auything being done. 

Perhaps when that street railway is 
laid up through Centre street, the New- 
ton Centre Improvement Society will not 
object to the Newton boys coming up 
there for their sports, and it is certainly 
fortunate for the city that Newton Centre 
has so much public spirit aud energy iu 
this direction. 


NEWTON’S LOSS. 


The death of two such prominent men 
as Judge J. C. Park and Rev. Dr. B. K. 
Pierce in oue week is a serious loss to 
Newton, which has been their home for 
so many years that they have become 
identified with the city. Although serv- 
iug iu different fields of usefulness, both 
men had won many honors, and leave be- 
hind them something more precious 
than wealth, a spotless character, and 
a long record of useful and honorable 
service in behalf of their fellow men. 
Character counts for a good deal, even in 
this age of devotion to money-getting, 
aud both of these men had wou an liou- 
'Orable fame for themselves, and enjoyed 
the well-deserved respect and esteem of 
all who knew them. Both were able to 
be actively engaged in work up to the 
very last, aud both held city offices, 
which are now left vacant. 

Judge Park had been one of the fore- 
most lawyers of his time, but he ie- 
tained his belief iu humanity, and was 
ever ready to believe the best about those 
who were brought before him. His in- 
terest iu young people was remarkable, 
and it has often been said of him that he 
never lost his youthfuluess of heart. He 
was ofteu called upon to address the pu- 
pils in the public schools and ho never 
failed to interest aud instruct them. He 
was a linn believer iu moral suasion, as 
the trembling youth who were brought 
before the court know, ami his admoni- 
tions, though severe, yvero always kindly. 

Rev. Dr. Pierce was also much inter- 
ested iu young people and iu the cause 
of education aud moral training. He has 
served efficiently on the Newton school 
board for several terms and bad much 
experience in the training of the young. 
Ilis genial, kiudly nature made him 
many warm friends, and he was always 
ready to oblige, to give encouragement 
aud assistance. Dr. Pierce’s wanu inter- 
est aud wise advice was of great assist- 
ance in our public library, of which he 
was superintendent for mauy years, but 
it was to his church that he devoted his 
chief energies, and both as an editor and 
as a preacher he was oue of the foremost 
meu iu his denomiuatiou. 


The petition of the Social Science club, 
that the vacation rcIiooI should he start- 
ed in Nonantum, and the remarks of 
Rev. Mr. Hornbrooko at the school 
hoard mooting, Wednesday (right, wero 
practical and in accord with the best 
policy. A free industrial school should 
bo where there are the greatest number 
of pupils who need just such instruction 
nnd who are unable to obtain it in any 
other wny. In the city of Cleveland. O., 
a number of wealthy gentlemen who 
wanted an industrial school for their 
children, raised a fund of $25,000, hired 
teachers, and put the school on a busi- 
ness footing. Pupils who desire to at- 
tend are charged a small tuition fco, and 
the school is a paying institution. If the 
residents in wealthy villages of Newton, 
such as Auburndale and West Newton, 
desire such a school for their children, 
they should follow the example of Cleve- 
land. To think that government, wheth- 
er local state or national, must do for us 
what we aro abundantly able to do for 
ourselves^ is one of the popular theories 
of the day, but it is carrying the pater- 
nal government business rather too far, 
and is apt to destroy all independence of 
character. Cities are required by law to 
furnish schools for a certain portion of 
the year, that the children may not grow 
up in ignorance, but how much further 
they should go is a disputed poiut. It is 
also an excellent thing to do as the So- 
cial Science club did last summer, main- 
tain an industrial school at Thompson- 
ville.where the pupils were not able to 
pay for tuition, and where the instruction 
given was most urgently needed. To es- 
tablish such a school as the one proposed, 
at Nonantum, would be carrying tho ad- 
vantages afforded right to the doors of 
those who need it most. The school 
started by the Social Science club last 
summer was a practical one, while the 
one at Auburndale will mainly benefit 
those who only seek some pleasant 
means of passing a part of tho summer 
vacation. 


Tiie State House extension project is 
not received with great favor by the 
people. It is too expensive and is too 
radical a change from the plans first 
talked of. There is no need of any haste; 
the old building does very well for 
the present, and the extension will be all 
the more wisely constructed by being 
thought over for another year. If the 
present legislature wishes -to become 
popular with the people and earn their 
sincere gratitude, it will wind up affairs 
with as little dolay as possible, postpone 
all such enormous schemes to another 
year, and adjourn. It has taken things 
very leisurely thus far, and these warm 
days of spring would seem to be a good 
time to expedite matters. 


The death of Postmaster Pearson of 
New York is another illustration of tho 
necessity for enforcing civil service re- 
form in all departments of the govern- 
ment. Tho most efficient and faithful 
postmaster New York ever had dies a 
martyr to the spoils system, but there is 
no probability of his successor being 
troubled in that way. The local politi- 
cians wanted to get rid of Mr. Pearson, 
because they could not use him, and so 
he was removed and Mr. Van Cott given 
the place. He is highly recommended 
by the bosses, but knows nothing of 
post office work, aud has yet to prove 
his fitness for the position. 


Tiie only two wards in Newton carried 
for the Prohibitory Amendment were 
Wards Four and Six, the larger villages 
iu each being both popularly known as 
‘ Saints’ Rest.”' Judging from the vote, 
the Saints are more numerous in the 
Centre than in Auburndale. 


The 30th of April becomes a national 
holiday by special proclamation of the 
President, so that the school children 
will have a whole day to study up the 
virtues of tl e Father of his country. 

The assessors' notice will have espe- 
cial interest this year, as it includes the 
uew law in regard to the assessment of 
women over twenty years of age who 
may wish to pay a “poll-tax.”

Assessors’ Notice 


Tho inhabitants of the City of Nowton, 
and all other persons liable to pay taxes 
therein, are hereby required to bring in to 
the Assessors of said Newton, on any day 
from 

May First to the fifteenth day of 
June next, 

truo lists of all their Polls (males, 20 years 
old and upward ), nnd schedules and esti- 
mates of their personal estates, not exempt- 
ed from taxation. 

ASSESSMENT OF WOMEN. 

Ciiap. 190, Acts of 1889. 

The Assessors or Assistant Assessors 
shall, In the month of May or June In 
each year, visit each dwelling-house or 
building and make true lists of all women 
twenty yenrs of ago and upwards, who 
shall in writing over their own signa- 
tures, request tiie Assessors to assess them 
for a “poll tax’’ nnd it shall bo the duty of 
the Assessors to inquire at each ’such dwel- 
ling-house or building for such Written re- 
quests for assessment, which must give tho 
name in full— age. occupation and resideuco 
May 1st 1888. All women desiring to be as- 
sessed for a poll tax should have their writ- 
ten request for such assessment in tho 
form required by the Act of 1889, ready for 
delivery to the Assessors when they shall 
visit the house where they dwell. Each re- 
quest should be upon a separate sheet 
signed by tiie applicant with her name in 
full. No application for tiie assessment of 
a woman for a poll tax will he received by 
mail or in any other than in the manner 
provided by said Chapter 19(5, except by 
tiling in tiie office of tiie Assessors the list 
provided by Section 12, of Chunter 298, of 
Acts of 1884, as amended by Chapter 200 
of Acts of 1888. 

Persons holding estates. in trust, whether 
for minors or otherwise, are particularly 
requested to furnish tiie Assessors with 
statements in relation to such estates. 

When estates of persons deceased have been 
divided during tiie past year, or have 
eiiangcdhands from other causes, the Ex- 
ecutors, Administrators, Trustees, or oth- 
er persons interested, are required and 
warned to give notice of such change ; and 
in default of such notice will be held to 
pay the tax assessed, although such estate 
has been wholly distributed and paid over. 
Returns of Property Held for Literary, 
Benevolent, Charitable or 
Scientific Purposes. 

In accordance with the requirements of 
Chapter 217, Acts of 1882,— All persons 
and corporations are hereby required to 
bring in to the Assessors of Newton on 
any day from May first to tiie fifteenth day 
of June next, true lists of all real and per- 
sonal estate held by such persons and cor- 
porations respectively for literary, benevo- 
lent, charitable or scientific purposes on tiie 
first day of May, 1889, together with state- 
ments of the amount ol all receipts and 
expenditures by such person or corporation 
for said purpose during tiie year next pre- 
ceding said first day of May ; such lists and 
statements to be in such detail as may bo 
required by the tax commissioner. 
MORTGAGED REAL ESTATE. 

Chap. 175, Acts of 1882, Sec. l. 

Any mortgagor or mortgagee of Real Es- 
tate may bring in to the Assessors of the 
town or city where such Real Estate lies, 
at the time specified frtr bringing in the 
list as provided in Section thirty-eight of 
Chapter eleven of tiie Public Statutes, a 
statement, underjontli, of the amount due on 
each separate lot or parcel of such Real 
Estate, and tiie name and residence of ev- 
ery holder of an interest therein as a mort- 
gagee or mortgagor. When such property 
Is situated in two or more Places, or when 
a recorded mortgage includes for one sum 
two or more estates or parts of an estate, 
an estimate of tiie amount of the mortga- 
gee’s interest in each estate or part of an 
estate shall be given in such statement. 
Tho Assessors shall, from such statements 
or otherwise, ascertain tiie proportionate 
parts of such estates that are the interests 
of mortgagees and mortgagors, respective- 
ly, and shall; assess tho same. Whenever, 
in any caso of mortgaged Real Estate, a 
statement is not brought In as herein pro- 
vided, no tax for tiie then current year on 
such Real Estate shall be invalidated for 
tiie reason that a mortgagee’s interest 
therein 1ms not been assessed to him. 

SHIPPING 

Shinping and business income are not 
taxable to a firm, but each resident part- 
ner must Include these items in his Indi- 
vidual return. Owners nnd agents of ships 
and vessels enguged in the foreign carrying 
trnde, are referred to Sections 8 and 9, or 
Chapter 11 of tiie Public Statutes, for tiie 
form of return required to obtain exemp- 
tion from tnxation upon tiie valuation of 
such property. Said returns to lie made to 
the Assessors on or before June first. 

Any person bringing in a list of all his 
taxable property will be assessed upon tiie , 
valuation thereof, and any person neglect- 
ing to furnish the Assessors with such list 
within tiie time above specified, will bo 
doomed at a legal meeting of tiie Board 
of Assessors agreeably to the laws of this 
Commonwealth. 

All persons will take notice that state- 
ments of personal property must bo in 
writing anil subscribed under oatli before 
one of tiie Assessors, on or before the 
fifteenth day of June, and that the Personal 
Property of all taxable persons must bo 
estimated by tiie Board, notwithstanding 
any| verbal statement or informal written 
communication to any one or more of the 
Assessors. -Pub. Stat. Clmp. 11, See. 39 an<l 
41. When a person lias failed to bring in 
u listor schedule of all hi* taxable property, 
in conformity to tills notice, no abatement 
of a tax assessed on Personal Estate to such 
person can bo granted, "unless such tax 
exceeds by more than fifty per cent, tho 
amount which would have lieon assessed to 
that person on Personal Estate if lie had 
seasonably brought in said list; and if said 
tax exceeds by more than fifty per cent, 
the said amount, tiie abatement shall bo 
only of the excess above tho said fifty per 
cent.”— Pub. Statutes, Chap. 11, See. 73.

ANNUAL MEKTINO. 

OF TIIR NEWTON CRNTIIR 1MPKOVEMF.NT 
HOOIKTY 

The Improvement Society liehl its nti- 
nunl business tnentlm; uml reception on 
Monday ovonitiff, April 22, in Associates’ 
Hall. 

AtS o'clock, tho president, Mr. Dwifflit 
ChcBtor, opened the meeting by a few 
remarks of welcome to the mombors and 
their friends. He hoped that many more 
names would ho added to tho already 
long membership list. 

A rnalo quartet composed of Mr. George 
E. Harrows, Mr. Shannon, Mr. George 
Walton and Mr. Clarence Asliondon, then 
gavo a selection. 

Tho treasurer’s report was next called 
for and Mr. Lewis E. Moloher oamo for- 
ward to read it. The report showed that 
tho socioty was in a good condition finan- 
cially, more than $R0() being in the 
treasury now nftor all tho year’s ex- 
penses are paid. From entertainments, 
*381 have been realized. Here Mr. 
Webster moved that a vote of thanks lie 
given the ladies for their zeal and interest 
in making the last two entertainments 
successful. 

Mr. Hand the ; reported tho last moot- 
ing which was followed by tho report of 
tho tree committee. 

Only 10 trees liavo boon planted by tho 
society during the past year, the com- 
mittee thinking it bettor to save the 
money in aid of the play ground. 

After the committee on grading, Mr. 
A. C. Walworth was called upon to give 
an account of tho work done by tho park 
committee during tho last year, which 
he did in the most thorough manner. 

A largo map of the grounds was on tho 
platform and, by means of this, Mr. 
Walworth explained about the proposed 
playground for the hoys. 

Tho land is owned by four parties and 
lies between Bowen, Centre and Pleasant 
streets. Tho lands bordering on Centre 
street arc owned by Mrs. Carpenter, who 
is now a non-resident. This land, reach- 
ing as it docs from Mr. 8. F. Smith's 
residence to Bowen street, is the most 
expensive of all tho land, especially the 
corner from the brook to Bowen street. 
This could easily be left out of the play- 
ground as it is a little at one side. Quite a 
large piece of tho land was owned by Mr. 
George C. Hand of Now York, who had 
been kindness itseif in theso arrange- 
ments for tho boys’ comfort. Judge 
Bishop went to New York to negotiate 
with him and Mr. Band reduced bis 
price to two cents a foot for a limited 
time. The committee of, seven thinking 
this too good an opportunity to lose, 
made up $3,500 out of their own pockets 
and purchased the land for which they 
now hold the deed. South and west of 
this lot lies laud owned by Mr. Charles 
P. Clark, who lias also generously re- 
duced his price to two cents a foot. 
TIiIb land tho society now wishes to 
raise money to purchase. North of Mr. 
("lark’s land is a large piece owned by 
Mr. Hiram Blaisdell of Homer street, who 
will sell it for $3,500 and give them $500 
towards tho playground. One piece of 
land joining Mr. Blaisdell’s is owned by 
Mr. Fitz. This has not yet been treated 
for. On Pleasant street is an .acre ami 
more owned by Boston — tho aqueduct 
running through it. The use of this land 
has been given, so the committee adds 
it to the other lands. 

In all there are about 17 acres of 
laud which would in all cost the society 
about $20, (XX), a small sum when we con- 
sider that tho land lies in the centre of 
tho village, two minutes’ walk from the 
post-office and square. 

If Mr. Walworth and six other gentle- 
men cau furnish money enough to buy 
one piece of laud themselves it seems as 
though tlie remainder might be raised 
among so many members. 

Mr. Hand made an amendment to a 
motion of Mr. Webster’s to tho eiTect 
that a sum of $1,(XX) be set aside by the 
society for this purpose. Mr. Webster 
objected on the ground that there was 
not $1,000 in tho treasury. Mr. Chester 
then arose and said that sum could easily 
be made up when the membership fees 
were paid. 

Judge Bishop then spoke of the im- 
portance of keeping this land from being 
used for such purposes as is Cheesecake 
Brook in West Newton and parts of 
Brookline. He thought, also, that a 
small park in tho ceutre of each village 
was much better than one largo city park 
out of the roach of every one. 

Mr. J. K. Lceson, also of this com- 
mittee. made a short address in which 
he said he wanted the boys to have one 
place where they could play as hard and 
as often as they wished. This brought 
applause Irum all the hoys present. 

In tho mean time, Mr. Charles A. Davis 
had moved that a committee of five be 
appointed by the chair to nominate of- 
ficers for tho ensuing year. Messrs. 
Davis, Fowle, Boss, Win. Young and 
Ferry were named. 

Mr. Davis reported as follows; presi- 
dent, Dwight Chester; vice-presidents. 
E. II. Mason and Mr. Ordway; treasurer, 
Mr. Lewis C. Moloher; secretary, Mr. 
Averv L. Baud. Executive committee 
including these and Mr. Parker, Mr. 
Hammond, Mr. W. B. Peters. Mr. Bead. 
Mr. J. J. Noble and Mr. A. II. HofTe. 

The park committee were re-elected 
without change. 

During the meeting Mrs, Daniel White 
sang “The Maid of Dumbo” to Mr. Wal- 
ton’s accompaniment, and tlie quartet 
sang another selection. 

Hefresh meats wore served immediately 
after the business meeting und an in- 
formal reception was held. Mr. Cfotiin 
caused some fuu by selling tlie remaining 
cake at auction in aid of the playground 
fund. 


NEWTON HIGHLANDS 


Thursday evening Inst, under the auspices 
the C. L. 8. C., by Bov. Dr. W. (’. Wins- 
low, vice-president of the Egypt Explora- 
tion fund. The subject was “Old Egypt in 
the light of recent explorations.” The lec- 
turer stated that the life of the Egyptol- 
ogist knows no keener delight than Unit of 
searching out the manifold secrets which 
yet lie hidden beneath the sands and 
mounds of Egypt. The main object of our 
search at Pitliotu was not for antiquities 
for exhibition in galleries or museums, not 
veil for works of nrt, but tlie solution of 
important historical and geographical prob- 
lems and tlie discovery of names, facts, and 
if possible dates. The founder of the city, 
who gave tlie. extent and Importance we 
recognize, is Baineses II; nothing more 
ancient was found than Ids monuments. 
It is possible that before Ids time there 
may have been a shrine consecrated to the 
worship of Turn, Imt it is lie who Imilt tlie 
enclosure and storehouses, and lie is the 
only king whose name appears on the naves 
and on the monuments of Istnailiah. The 
most important monument found here is 
tin* great tablet of Ptolemy Pltilndelphus. 
Among the historical events upon which 
tlie discovery of Pithom contributes to 
throw light, one of the most important is 
certainly the Exodus and tlie route which 
the Israelites followed in going out of 
Egypt. We have now the landmarks of 
their camping grounds. On the north-west 
1 1 aid rot h, Pikerehet, not very far from 
Pithom, on the south-east Migdol, near the 
present Serapeum; in front of them the sea, 
and opposite on tlie Asiatic side Baal Zep- 
hon. There in tlie spnee, between 8erapeum 
and Lake Tlmsah.tho sea was very narrow, 
the water had not much depth, the east 
wind opened the sea, and the Israelites 
went through. At Janis, the Zonn of tlie 
Bible, the excavations have been remarka- 
bly successful. The magnificent temple, 
one thousand feet from end to end, stood 
up above the surrounding houses, and over 
its long Hat roof towered up tlie statue of 
tiie great Baineses; head, shoulders and 
body even, above everything else, with 
tony eyes gazing across the plain. Tho 
iguro alone was 75 feet high; to this must 
lie added tlie height of the crown, 14 1-2 
rot, and to this tlie base of tlie figure 27 
.itches *, thus the whole block appears to 
have been 92 feet high (as high as the Sol- 
diers’ monument on Boston Common) and 
its weight, IKK) tons. This so far as is 
known, is the largest statue ever executed. 
Vast as its size appears, there is no stilli- 
ii-nt reason to suppose that it was not 
irved in one block of stone. Tims we 
have recovered sopie idea of what must 
have been the glory of tlie capital of tlie 
Delta, towering above all the surrounding 
buildings, a figure seen for miles across the 
plains, as the sign and power of tlie magni- 
iicence of Baineses. A coloseum, unsur- 
passed by any monolith of previous or later 
times. The monuments of the Ilyksor or 
Shepherd Kings, are among the most curi- 
ous In Egypt, and it is to Tunis we owe the 
greater number of those brought to iiglit. 
A fine specimen may he seen in Museum of 
of Fine Arts, Boston, in the Egyptian room. 
Dr. Winslow is an enthusiastic scholar and 
a warm friend of Miss Amelia B. Edwards, 
the founder of the fund. Through her gen- 
erosity the beautiful head of llutiior, 
weighing 14 tons, tlie lotus column and 
many other finds, are on their way to 
America, to enrich tlie Museum of Fine 
Arts of Boston.

THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 

NEW RGItOOT. HOUSE FOR NEWTON VII.t.E — 
VACATION SCHOOLS. 

The Newton school board met in the 
high school building, Newtonvillo, Wed- 
nesday evening. Leave of absence was 
granted to Elizabeth A. Pinnoek of the 
Williams school from March 80 until the 
close of tlio school year, without loss of 
pay. The resignation of Mary R. Putney 
of the Bigelow school wns received and 
accepted. It will tnko effect May 8. 

Superintendent Emerson presented his 
regular report reoommonding certain text 
hooks and giving a tabulated statement 
of tlie attendance and tardiness in tlie 
various schools. The average whole 
number wns 3740.0; average attendance, 
8588.4; percentage of attendance, 03.4; 
cases of tnrdiness 1778; cases of corporal 
punishmont, 02. 

Mr. Frost asked if the increnso in 
tardiness was due to children being ex- 
cused to attend mass? 

Mr. Emerson said that in one village 
quite a number had been excused for the 
cause named by Mr. Frost, but that it 
was not general, arrangements having 
been made by tlie church authorities to 
adjust the hours for service so that it 
would not interfere with sohool attend- 
ance. At West Nowton none were late 
or absent through Lent for tlie reason 
named, and at Nonantum a few were 
away one day. 

Mr. Dickinson askod about the rules 
guiding teachers in regard to corporal 
punishment. Mr. Emerson said that teach- 
ers only resorted to corporal punishment 
with tlie approval of the master or the 
superintendent, and that the rule was 
implicitly obeyed . 

An order was adopted appropriating 
811,348 for department expenses for the 
current month. 

Upon recommendation of the commit- 
tee on text books, it was voted to adopt 
for use in the schools Packard’s Zoology 
and LeCompte’s compendium of Geology. 

Mr. Dickinson for the committee on 
school houses submitted a report, recom- 
mending tbe removal of tlie Chitlin 
bool building to tlie rear of the lot, 
where it is now located, and the erection 
f a 0 room building upon tiie old site. 
The lower looms of the old building 
would be utilized and provision would be 
made for the present and the future 
needs. Tiie population in Ward 2 was 
rapidly increasing and more school room 
would lie needed probably very soon. 

Mr. Emerson said that the present 
Clutlin building bad 0 rooms, biit that 
only 4 were well adapted for school pur- 
poses. Tlie other 2 were poorly lighted 
and ventilated. Tlio total number of 
pupils in tlie school was 240 or an average 
of 40 to eacii teacher. If the new build- 
ing is erected two of tlie rooms will be 
occupied immediately. The Adams 
school is crowded and this year some of 
its pupils have been sent to tlie Chitlin 
building. If a passage way under the 
railroad could be secured many more 
pupils would bo sent to the Qlntlin 
school. If the building asked for is not 
erected it will be necessary to put a 
building on the other side of tlie track in 
order to relieve the Adams school, now 
overcrowded. The building proposed 
will afford relief for both the schools 
named. 

Mr. Barton said that if it was necessa- 
ry to put up a building to accommodate 
tlio pupils of tlie Adams school, it would 
be unwise, he thought, to locate a new 
building on tlio site proposed. 

Mr. Barnard said that a new high 
school building would be called for at 
Newton Centre in tlie near future, and 
suggested that more room could be bad 
then in the present high school building, 
sufficient perhaps to afford tlie relief 
necessary. 

Mr. Barton said that good accommoda- 
tions were essential, hut that lie was not 
in favor of throwing away a building as 
good as the Chitlin school and then not 
providing for tlie needs of the school 
children in Xewtonville. 

Mr. Dickinson said that tlie Claflin 
building was a very poor one, and in re- 
ply to a direct questiou of Mr. Barton’s 
said that the proposed new building 
would provide the relief needed for the 
mpils of the Claflin and Adams schools 
or some years. 

Mr. Barton said that people were 
cliaiging tlie hoard with being extrava- 
gant, and that it should practice economy 
wherever it was possible. 

After some further discussion tlio re 
port was accented and an order offered 
by Mr. Philbrick adopted, requesting the 
city council to move the Claflin building 
to the rear of the lot and to erect a 0 
room building on the old site. 

Resolutions offered by Mrs. Davis were 
adopted expressing tlie board’s apprecia- 
tion of the gifts of Mr. S. li. Urbino, in- 
cluding a valuable natural history col- 
lection. 

Mr. Barnard for tlie committee ou in- 
dustrial education reported 230 applica- 
tions for admittance into tiie proposed 
vacation school, 151 girls and 85 boys. 

Mr. Ilornbrooke presented a petition 
from tlie .Social Science Club, asking the 
committee to consider carefully the lo- 
cation of the proposed vacation school 
and suggesting Nonantum as a more suit- 
able place than Auburndale. The poor 
children of the city especially need such 
a school and there is a building there 
owned by Mr. Wellington, which un- 
doubtedly could be secured for school 
purposes. 

Mr. Ilornbrooke in support of tlie peti- 
tion said that the argument in favor of 
locating Hi. cliool at Nonantum or at 
some point where tlie largest number of 
poor scholars would be • eomrnodated, 
was a good one. Ho asked Mr. Barnard 
what part of tlio city the largest number 
of applicants for admission to the school 
were from? Mr. Barnard iu reply stated 
that the largest number of applicants 
were from West Newton and Auburn- 
dale. Ouly 6 applications had been re- 
ceived from Nonantum. "That tells the 
story,’’ said Mr. Ilornbrooke. The pupils 
from Nonantum or Tliompsonvillu are 
tlie furthest removed from tlie school in 
Auburndale, and inanv will not go for 
that reason. Tlie location proposed 
poorly provides for that class in tlie com- 
munity who need such aschool the most. 

Mr. Barton presented a petition from 
tlio Newton Centre Woman's (Tub, which 
was received, suggesting tlie establish- 
ment of vacation schools this summer in 
various parts of tlie city. It was signed 
by Clara M. Grout and 41 others. 

On motion of Mr. Barnard tlie report 
of tiie committee ou industrial educa- 
tion relating to vacation schools was 
tukou from the table. 

Mr. Ilornbrooke moved that another 
paper lie sent out for applications tor ad 
mission to the school, especially with a 
view to getting more signatures at No- 
uautuiii. Tlie motion was not seconded. 

Mr. Burton said that tiie reason, pro- 
bably, for tlie small number of upplica 
tions at Nonantum was that few boys oi 
girls of tiie age of 14 were unemployed 
as iu most cases they went to work at an 
early age. I 


Mr. Ilornbrooke said that he should 
not lie in favor of expending t ho public 
money for such schools if the poorer 
classes would not derlvo benefit thero- 
from. 

After further discussion an order 
offered by Mr. Philbrick was adopted re- 
questing the city council to Appropriate 
81500 for expenses of the vacation school 
to lie located iu the old Wtllinms school 
building in Auburudale. 

Orders offered by Mr. Barton were 
adopted authorizing teachers who de- 
sired to attend tlio meeting of the Mid- 
dlesex County Teachers Association, 
April 20, to closo their schools for that 
purpose; authorizing tlio committee on 
supplies to purchase such standard edi- 
tions of tlio Greek nnd Roman classics 
as it may deem for tlio best interest, of 
tlio pupils of tlio schools, authorizing 
the committco on school houses to con- 
sider nnd report rolntivo to tlio expedi- 
ency of erecting a building to be used 
for a gymnasium aud drill shod. 

On motion of Mr. Dickinson it was 
voted to give notico to the city council 
through the secretary of tlio board of a 
vacancy in its number for tlie purpose of 
holding a joint convention to fill said va- 
cancy. 

Messrs. Shinn, Ilornbrooke and Hollis 
were appointed a committco by the May- 
or to draft resolutions on tlie deatli of 
Dr. Peirce. 

Mr. Dickinson said that the late Dr. 
Pierce was a membar of tlio committeo 
appointed to drafr resolutions on the 
death of Mr. Isaac Hagai’ and that the 
deceased had drafted the following: 

In recognition of the doatli of the late 
Isaac Iiagar the school committeo places 
upon its records tlie following minute: 

Resolved, That in tlie death of the late 
venerable and esteemed public officer, 
tlio school committee of tlio city bears its 
willing testimony to the long and valua- 
ble services rendered by Mr. Iiagar as a 
member of tlio board, and for a number 
of years its vory useful secretary. His 
familiarity with the school system and its 
gradual (levelopmont. |his |(ifiigent. and 
prompt attention to the duties of his of- 
fice, the faithful discharge of his many 
responsibilities, his genial and kindly 
spirit, won for him the respect and warm 
regard of his associates as well as of our 
citizens generally. The board proffers 
its sympathy to the surviving members 
of his family ami directs its secrotary to 
forward to them tlie above expression of 
its appreciation ami esteem.
